A Delicate Piece of Work on One of the 
New Naval Guns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A dimcult and deli 
Cate piece of work was performed at the gun 
shop of the Navy Yard here to.day. It con- 
sisted in fitting the jacket to the tube of one 
of the new 13-inch guns for the navy. The 
operation was entirely successful. Shortly 
after 2 o’clock the jacket, weighing 37,685 
pounds, was lifted by the 110 ton 
crane from the pit in which it 
had been heating forthe pasttwo days, and 
with but little delay was shifted toa position 
directly over the tube. It was then let down 
over it very slowly while workmen stood by 
and turned the jacket from side to side to 
prevent it sticking. Everything went off 
without a hitch, : 

Eleven of the twelve 13-inch guns that 
are to be made have now been jacketed and 
are gradually nearing completion. They are 
for the ships Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Oregon. A large number of officiais wit- 
messed the day’s work, including members 
of Congress, Officers of the navy and a de- 
tachment of the naval cadets at Annapolis, 
who were ordered here to witness to-day’s 
operations.

Postal Service Case. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, iu -A case of consider- 
able importance to the postal service was 
heard before Justice Brady ofthe District 
Supreme Court to-dsy. It was that of the Old 
Colony Security Co. of Chicago against 
Postmaster Sherwood of this city, 
asking a mandamus to compel the Post- 
master to forward mail matter to and from 
thecompany.

son. The first three called tdOgether, and 
after they had left Mr. McPherson was ad- 
mitted and spent over an hour with the sud - 
committee. The Kentucky Senators are ad- 
vocating an extension of the bonded period 
for whisky to five years. Their constituents 
have alarge quantity of whisky in bond, 
which, unless the law is changed, will be 
forced out within the next eighteen months. 
This, they claim, would be a great hardship, 
especially in view of the proposed increase 
in the tax. It is not known what encourage- 
ment they met with, but the representatives 


_ ofthe whisky interests now in town are in a 


hopeful frame of mind. 

Mr. McPherson’s visit was in the interest of 
the manufacturers of his State, who are ask- 
ing for increased rates in the pottery and the 
cotton schedules. These appeals have not 
been outlined, but the Jersey men are very 
persistent, and Mr. McPherson bas probably 
felt obliged to lay the matter before the com- 
mittee. It is not believed, however, that the 
committee will make any material changes in 
any of the manufacturers’ schedules. 

The sugar men are making the most vigor- 
ous fight ofall. The planters are in the lead. 
Their Senators, White and Caffrey, have the 
ear of the sub-committee, because their votes 
are essential to Democratic harmony and 
even to the passage of the Dill. Both 
are talking in a very earnest 
manner and declaring in emphatic terms 
that unless a duty is put on raw 
sugar they will oppose the bill. They are 
working for 1% cents a pound. They would 
probably be satisfied with 1 cent. The Trust 
is following close inthe wake of this move- 
ment in a demand for liberal treatment for 
refined sugars. They ask a duty of 1 mill 
per pound per grade for all grades above 
number sixteen, in addition to the duty to 
be levied on raw sugar. The argument is 
that if raw sugars are made dutiable re- 
ned sugars must be. provided for, and as 
the case of raw sugars isin such potent and 
respectable hands, the Trust wants the brunt 
of the battle to fall on that. 

A prominent Democratic Senator said to 
the PostT-DISPATCH. correspondent to-day: 
„The members of the sub-committee have

COLLAR AND CUFFMAEERS. 


Ifthe Present Wilson Bill Becomes Law 
They Will Lose Heavily. 

New York, Feb. 10.— The Troy collar and 
cuff manufacturers say that ifthe Wilson 
fill becomes a law they will lose $1,000,000 the 
first year and $2,000,000 the second year after 
itsenaetment. Mr. Charles H. Corliss, the 
Chairman of the Tariff. Committee of the 


Collar, Cuff and Shirtmakes’ Association, is 
responsible for this statement. He made it 
to a Posr-Disra roh Correspondent this week 
and he supplemented it by the remark that 
probably the upshot of the Wilson bill, if it 
ever went into effect, would to drive 
American manufacturers out of the field and 
out of business. He gid not put it in so many 
words, but the genefal inference to de drawn 
from his conversation was that the law 
would cause a gradual giving way and a 
final utter collapse of the entire collar and 
cuffmaking fabric, 

Mr. Betts of the firm of Earl & Wilson was 
present when Mr. Corliss made these gloomy 
predictions and confirmed them. They ex- 
hibited a shirt bought at retail in Yokohama 
for 75 cents, One of the best Known Troy 
firms tried to make as a shirt asthe 
Japanese article with the result that a dis- 
tinctly inferior article was produced, which 
the manufacturers are willing to testify can 
not be soldto custom order at less than $16 
per dosen. Another firm is now trying to see 
what it can do, and there is every reason to 
believe that it will de little if any more suc- 
cessful than the firm. which first tried. 

If tne Troy Tariff Committee can get an op- 
rtunity they will submit this shirt exhibit 
Congress. Nowall this is interesting be- 

cause itis basedon a great principle. The 
manufacturers sayfthey do not want to de- 
de American labor. They do not want to 
ring it down to the level of pay that pre- 
vails in — 3 and semi-pagan lands. Of 
course it would be unpleasant to lose the 
$1,000,000 the first and the $2,000,000 the second 
year, but all that wouid be nothing tothe 
social disaster of putting labor in competi- 
tion with the pauper Jabor of the old coun- 


try. 

There are twenty-seven large and small 
concerns in Troy engaged in making shirts, 
collars and cuffs. hen running full time 
they smploy 10,000 people, mostly girls and 
women. That is Mr. Corliss’ statement of 
figures. Ot this number about 5,000 live out - 

eof Troy in the various towns and vii- 
lages. 80 that in Troy about 11,000 women 
and girls are employed when the factories run 
fulltime. Mr. Corlisssaid the girls average. 
including little giris, mere children, and 
poor workers, about $8.12 per week. Some 
earn $12.15 or even more. The general aver- 
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In this way the Armenian work that for- 
merly was concentrated in costae stews 18 
now scattered all ovérthecity. It is inter- 
esting in view of the actual facts farnished 
by these Armenian sweaters to compare 
their statements of prices with those made 
by some of the manufacturers. Vanzandt 
and Jacobs toldareporter that they paid 
for machine work, four-button hole cuffs 10 
cents per dozen pairs, a dozen pair making 
the twenty-four pieces which go to make up 
abunch. Forcollars with three holes they 
said they paid 9cents per punch of twenty- 
four. For low grade cuffs they paid 7 cents a 
bunch and for low grade collars 6 cents. 

This does not coincide with what the Ar- 
menians say they pay for cuff work, They 
say the highest price was (cents a bunch for 
cuffs, and was paid by the United Shirt and 
Collar Co., by Biermiester, by Fellows, and 
others that they dad worked for, save 
Barker, who paid 6 cents. The veteran 
Padrone Falgian got 6 cents for his work, 
although this is from (tos cents less than 
Vanzandt paid. By what Falgian does bim 
selfaté6cents a bunch, and what he earns 
sweating his employes at 2 cents a bunch, he 
is able to pocket $8 a week. 

Yet Mr. Corliss said the lowest average for 
girls, including children, was 88. 12 per week 
right through. With these prices for Amer'i- 
can labor there is very patent temptation to 

o in for all sweat labor that can be had, and 
s had for half and less than half the cost. 


SAM SMALL’S PAPER. 


It Is Being Published Under Pelice 


Supervision. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, O. T., Feb. 10.—Just one 
month ago Rev. Samuel Small, the Georgia 
evangelist, began the publication ofa daily 
paper here. He had been conducting a re- 
vival for some months, and becoming con- 
vinced that there was a great future in 
store for this Territoryjdecided to live here. 
Being a bosom friend of Hoke Smith, he 
started his paper as the officiul organ of the 
administration in the territory and made a 
great flourish. He had run the paper but a 
week when the church people found him to 
be untrue fo his teachings inthe pulpit, for 
he published his daily both Sunday and Mon- 
day mornings and they began to withdraw 


their patronage. At the Ferry Statehood 
convention the Democrats became convinced 
that Small was on the track for the United 
States Senate and they began to knife him 
vigorously. 

A week ago the funds of the paper began 
to run low and Small went to Texaas to lec- 
tureand preach to get moneyto run the 
paper. In the meantime a row started 
among his associate managers and editors 
who were at home. Night before last dqudge 
Rock, an anti-administration Democrat, on 
the editorial force, slipped in a bogus dis- 
patch assailing Gov. Renfrow on the State- 
hood question. Business Manager Reynolds 
and the telegraph editor wired the Governor 
that the thing was a fake and de- 
termined to have an 
the paper the next 
Frank McMasters and Judge Witten; all asso- 
ciate editors, determined not to have the 
apology printed. A pitched battle ensued, 
the police being called to quell the riot. ‘Ihe 
feeling is so bitter that now the paper is be- 
ing issued with a police officer in charge of 
the office to keep the peace, while it is 
thought that Small has become disgusted 
with the whole outfit, and will not return at 
all, although he is being wired for about 
three times a day.

AN EXHAUSTED WORLD. 

That the business depression in America 
is not wholly due to local causes is evident 
in view of the hard times which prevail 
all over the world. In old countries and 
new there is the same distress arising out 
of what must be acommon cause or set of 
causes. 

A little unprejudiced thinking will aid 
one in getting at the truth about the mat- 
ter. Foolish tariff laws designed to in- 
crease the cost of production and unwise 
and haphazard currency legislation in 
many countries have no doubt contributed 
materially towards bankruptcy and star- 
vation. Measures to restrict freedom of 
intercoutse between nations cannot in the 
nature of things work aught but evil. 
They add tothe labor cost of the gross 
product of the world and are, therefore, a 
burden upon mankind at large. This is 
admitted even by protection authorities as 
an abstract truth, although by some queer 
logic they persuade themselves that it is 
profitable to keep as far as pos- 
sible from a condition which they 
confess is desirable. Of similar 
effect are blundering currency arrange- 
ments which restrict exchange by produc- 
ing uncertainty concerning the measure of 
value and make men hesitate to grant or 
contract time loans. 

But these alone do not wholly account 
for the distress. In countries like Aus- 
tralia, Argentinaand the United States, 
where nature is prodigal of her favors, 
vicious tariff and currency’ laws 
cannot cancel all the advantages 
of natural conditions. Where food 
can be grown in abundance there 
should be no starvation. In the 
countries named business has been prac- 
tically at a standstill for several months, 
and the actual suffering has been as great, 
if not so widespread as in the older com- 
munities of Europe, where nature’s 
pounties have been exhausted.

THE MADE-UP TIE. 

„No man witha particle of self-respect 
will wear a made-up evening tie,’’ says 
the Cincinnati Tribune, and we have been 
seeing the same thing in different news- 
papers for the last ten years. 

It illustrates a tendency to parroting in 
the journalism .of this country which is 
deplorable from any standpoint, and 
especially deplorable when it perpetuates 
such pernicious nonsense as this. 

It is a well-known fact that there is not 
an editor in Cincinnati who can tie a re- 
spectable double-bow knot, and it may as 
well be admitted that there are very few 
editors who can. We violate no confidence 
in saying that at least nine editors in every 
ten make a habit of buying their cravats 
already tied and sewed so firmly that the 
knot has no chance of slipping. 

Yet the man who knows that he himself 
habitually wears a tie the knot in which 
was constructed by an expert specially 
employed for that purpose, will go on as- 
serting atintervals of about six months 
that made-up ties are vulgar. 

He is utterly unreasonable in it. He has 
not the remotest idea of why anyone shotld 
consider them vulgar. He merely says 80 
because someone else has said so, and 80 
from year to year this parroting keeps 
alive the most pernicious errors. 

If a self-respecting person wishes to wear 
a made-up tie he will do so. The made-up 
tie is one of the institutions of civilization, 
only possible in a highly organized society. 
It is an evidence that the diversification of 
industry is being carried to the highest 
pitch, and those who deliberately oppose it 
are Tories of the worst kind. 

But bad as they are, they are not as bad 
as the Cincinnati and Chicago editors who 
goon saying things without even taking 
the trouble to think they | think. 


AN OLD SHIP. 

The most famous naval vessel in the 
world—and probably the oldest—is the 
Victory, Nelson’s flag-ship at Trafal- 
gar, on which the greatest of sailors re- 
ceived his fatal wound and died, Oct. 21, 
1805. Since then she has never been in 
active service, a grateful nation being un- 
willing to expose her to the perils of battle 
or of the ocean; and she is now—and has 
been for many years—safely moored in 
Portsmouth Harbor. There she will 
probably remain, the object of most jeal- 
ous and loving care, as long as it is possi- 
ble for human skill to keep her afloat. 
England had rather lose half a dozen iron- 
dlads than Nelson's ship,’’ as she is 
fondly called; for iron-clads can be repro- 
duced with time and money, but there 
can be no reproduction of thisembodiment 
of so many glorious memories, 

The Victory was built from designs 
by Sir Thomas Slade, and launched from 
May 7, 1765—and 
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Her original armament was 104 guns, 
distributed as follows: 
Upper deck............---.12 short 12-pounders 
Main dgck.............--..82 long 12-pounders 
Middle deck.....,......-..80 long 24-pounders 
Lower dec... . 80 long 82-pounders 


The first-class battle-ship of to-day has 


a single shot from one of her heaviest guns 
would, if well placed, send the Victory to 
the bottom. : 

As a fighting machine, then, the new 
ship is incalculably superior to the old 
one; but as a floating machine the superi- 
ority, thus far at least, seems to be on the 
other side, The Victory could floatas well 
as fight, and never, even under the most 
trying circumstances, showed any inclina- 
tion to ‘‘turn turtle.“ The brave men on 
board were never in any danger of being 
buried in wet jackets’? through the un- 
seaworthiness of theirship. She and they 
might be destroyed by the enemy or by the 
elements, but both were safe from the 
effects of faulty construction. Sir Thomas 
Slade could not enter our Naval Academy, 
much less be graduated from it, but he 
knew how to build a ship that was not lia- 
ble, on small provocation, to become a 
**sailors’ coffin.’’ e 

Two of our new gun-boats, the Machias 
and Castine, are to be lengthened and 
altered, because unfit to go to sea in their 
present shape. The naval experts who 
built them might, perhaps, take some 
profitable lessons from old Slade. At least 
they may ponder over the suggestive fact 
that the lightest guns of the Victory were 
on the upper deck and the heaviest on the 
lowest, 


KING LOG AND KING STORK. 


Once upon a time it is said that the 
frogs in a certain pool became dissatisfied 
with their King Log, and begged Jupiter 
to give them another. After urging them 
in vain to bear the ills they had, rather 
than fly to others that they knew not of, 
King Stork was finally sent. They had 
complained of the old King that he was 
too slow and stupid, did not stir things 
enough, and allowed the flies to alight on 
him. The new King gave them no cause 
for such complaint, for he managed to eat 
up half of his subjects in a very short 
time, and then began an active hunt for 
the rest. The surviving frogs cried to 
Jupiter for relief, and were quite willing 
to take King Log back again. But no 
relief was granted, and they had to bear 
as best they could the evils they had 
brought upon themselves. 

In some respects this familiar fable is a 
very good ilustration of the past and 
present condition of ‘the people of Brazil. 
Dom Pedro—though far from being a King 
Log and on the wholea most excellent 
ruler—did not satisfy them, and so they 
proceeded to ‘‘jump out of the frying pan 
into the flre.“ They expelled poor Pedro, 
and the spirit of revolution thus let loose 
has proved a veritable King Stork. Brazil 
has been and is in a chronic state of politi- 
cal hot water, with no prospect of an im- 
mediate change for the better. One in- 
surrection, large or small, has followed 
another until the people have become de- 
moralized and discouraged and more or 
less incapable of establishing a good and 
stable government, even if the material 
were at hand. 

The wisest man in the world cannot pre- 
dict the final outcome in Brazil or when 
the outcome will occur, but the finest 
fool in the world ought to learn from this 
vivid object lesson that in politics, as in 
other things, it is sometimes better to en- 
dure King Log than take the chances of 
King Stork.

„Why this is so no one knows,“ he 
says, for there never was but one Blind 
Tom, snd there will never be another.“ 

In this he is probably mistaken, for it is 
probably true that the negro is ‘‘a 
musical genius’’ because of his blindness. 
A musical genius is one who can hear 
better than most people, can remember 
what he hears and can reproduce it. 
Music itself is a series of sounds in the 
air which can be separated from each 
other by those who can hear and will pay 
attention. In this musical sounds are like 
the sounds of languages. There is no 
scientific difference. 

There is a difference, however, that is 
above science. It is easy enough to un- 
derstand scientifically, how Blind Tom 
learns music and how he reproduces the

whole city and its environs are spread out 
Ie a map before the eye, and leaning over 
the low brick wall which guards the summit, 
one may distinguish—even without the ald of 
a glass—the Coliseum, the Pantheon, the 
mausoleums of Augustas and of Hadrian, in 
the far distance the Cathedral church ot st. 
John Lateran, and near at hand the cypress 
trees and marbie monuments of the litle 
cemetery in which the dust of Keats and 
Shelley reposes. 

But in my frequent visits the sountry was 
always more attractive to me than the city, 
The Alban hills are the background of the. 
picture, and through the vell of soft blue 
haze in which they are always drapea you 
may catch glimpses of the white villages 
upon them, and remember tust there too 
though invisibie from such a distance—are 
the ruins of Tusculum, where Cato was born, 
3 where Cicero had the villa immortalised 

the Tusculan Disputatioas. To the 
right of the Alban Hills stretches away far 
and wide toward the South—that sadly 
strange Campagna, which no artist has ever 
painted as it deserves and to which no de- 
scription can do even feeblest justice. Across 
this desolate expanse, so distal and yet so 
fascinating, runs the Appian Way, most fa- 
mous of Roman roads, and, ever as I tried to 
trace its thread-like course to the dim hor- 
izon, I thought of the greatest of all the 
great men whose feet have frodden these 
historic stones, 

It was as a poor prisoner, in charge of a 
Roman centurion, that he came along the 
Appian way to the imperial city more than 
eighteen centuries since, to be tried by Roman 
law for an alleged offense committed in one 
ofthe most obscure provinces of a worid- 
wide empire. Some friends as poor as him- 
self met him at what was called tue Apli 
Forum,’’ a station forty-three miles distant; 

and in their congenial company he fnishea 
the remainder of the long journey and en- 
tered Rome. The gods and goddesses of 
Olympus had no prophetic vision eue their 
statues in all the temples would have fallen, 
and the sacred fire of the Vestales been 
quenched forever, when that ‘poor prisoner 
passed thin the gates. For with him came 
a genius absolutely unique, a genius 
never equalled before or since, and with him 
came those broad and comprehensive ideas, 
those marvelous powers of organization and 
that flery eloquenceand passionate seal, 
that dauntless courage and erhaustless self- 

sacrificegwhich lifted infant Christianity 
from the narrow limits in whichit would 
have become only another Jewish sect, and 
p.anted it in the very center and capital of 
the Roman world, It was the beginning of 
the end of i the old faith, and 
the sure promise of triumph 
for the new, when the tent-maker of 
Tarsus was brought a prisoner to Rome, For 
we are told that Paul lived two whole years 
in his own hired house, and roceived all that 
came in anto him—preaching the kingdom of 
God and teaching those things which con- 
cern the Lord Jesus Ohrist with all con - 
dence, no man forbidding him. 


I think I have heard it said that from the 
sublime to the ridiculous is but astep.’’ Sach 
being the case—here is the step.

End streets the other day, I saw displayed in 
a most conspicuous place a kuge banner of 
white canvass, on which was inscribed in 
huge black letters, this announcement:

Tus only hopping I have heard of — in 
connection with St. Paul ia that relate dia 
the traditions of the church, according to 
which, when he was beheaded near Rome, 
his head ‘*hopped,’’ or bounded, three 
times, and on the spots whera it struck three 
fountains immediately gushed forth. I do 
not vouch forthe truth of the legend, but I

Ixcorx, Neb., Feb. 10.—The case against 
Bishop Bonacum was dismissed to-day. The 
“first move of the Bishop’s attorneys after 
the prosecution restea was to ask the dis- 
missal of the case on the following grounds: 

1. There is no evidence showing that the 
alleged libel was ever published in Lancas- 
ter county, Nebraska. 

2. There is no evidence that the word 
**suspended’’ was understood hy any one 
who read the article in any libelous sense. 

8. That the ecclesiastical law jntroduced 
by the State shows that the Bishop had 
authority to suspend Fr. Corbett. 

4. That the said article and its publication 
were privileged. 

For six hours theattorneys fought over 
this. question, and Fr. Phelan ‘made oue of 
his characteristic speeches, in which he lald 
down the ecclesiastical law from the time 
when the Council of Trent first laid down 
the law that a Bishop could secretly suspend 
a priest. Fr. Phelan contended that this law 
warned a Bishop against wrongfully using 
the power, but he declared that Bishop Bona- 
cum had not hesitated to pervert and vio- 
late it. 

e arguments closed and Justice Spencer 
decided that the request for dismissal in the 
third count was well taken, inthat a Bishop 
had the right of suspension, and therefore 
on that ground he dismissed the complaint.

Some of them were 
closed only a few weeks; others did not man- 
ufacture for months. Nearly all of them 
now have more men at work than at any 
time since the financial stringency was felt. 

Clothing manufacturers are pretty well 
agreed thatthe panic was the result of sen- 
timent rather than of actual conditions. 

Stocks of cloth in the piece, raw material 
of the clothing manufacturers, are very low. 
The mills cunnot possibly supply the de- 
mand for many linesof cloth. The charge 
has been made that the protected manufac- 
turers took the cry of hard times as an 
excuse for shutting down, but did it with 
an ulterior motive—that of creating the be- 
lef that lowering the tariff would ruin man 
ufacturing industries. It is said to bea fact 
that clothing manufacturers cannot get all 
the cloth they want,s!mply because the mill- 
owners did not makeit. Following are sam- 
ple opinions gleaned bythe Post-DIsPpaTcH 
correspondent from Chicago clothing manu- 
facturers on the condition of trade and pros- 
‘pects: 

Hirt, Schaeffner & Marz: Business is im- 
proving steadily now, It will be a good 
thing to have the tariff bill settled soon of 
course, but I think that any effect the Dill 
may have is alrerdy discounted. The Dill 
won't affect us before Dec. 1, and trade can- 
not remain where it has been. 

We could sell more than we are selling now 
ifwecould get orders for clothfilled. We 
have had to drop several leading styles be- 
cause the cloth is not in the market.“ 

John G. Miller & Co.: „Our manu- 
facturing business was not shut 
down completely at any time, 
We are running light for a few weeks, but 
trade is improving now and our force of em- 
ployes is steadily growing. 

Simon Leopold & Solomon: ‘‘Business has 
not been bad with us at any time. We have 
been making clothing right along ana 
selling it. We have more men at work 
now, though, than we hada short time ago. 
We don’t believe the Wilson Dill cuts much 
ofa igure in its depressing influence on 
trade. People have got over being scared 
and are going abouttheir business again. 
The worst is over.’’

Schroeder was there-, 
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The News That the Queen Wanted to 
Behead Her Enemies.

EVEN THE LOYAL FOLLOWERS or LILIVo- 
KALANI WERE SHOCKED, 


Minister Willis Feared an Outbreak—The 
Dethroned Monarch in Financial 
Straits—Editor Castle and Faul Neu- 
man Fight in the Streets—Freedom of 


the Press. 


Hoxororv, Feb. 8, via San Francisqd, Feb, 
10.—The news that Queen Lilluokalan sat first 
insisted on decapitation of the lea of the 
Provisional Government when she should 
be reinstated, came in the newspapers 
that arrived on the Australia Jan. 20, and 
caused a great sensation. Even the Royalists 
were taken aback and for a while didn’t 
know whattosay. In printing the Queen’s 
interview with Mr. Wills one of the Royalists 
organs changed the word ‘‘*behead’’ 
to ‘*punigsh,’’ and made no editorial 
comment at all. For a while the 
Queen’s people claimed that she never 
meant to behead any one, but she pointed 
out to Mr. Willis the power the Hawalian 
law gave her. But they advanced the claim 
rather weakly. 

THE Wontlp and Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent has good authority for the state- 
ment that after the arrival of the news Mr. 
Willis was apprehensive lest it might cause 
some outbreak against the Queen, and had 
taken measures to furnish her protection. 
But nothing occurred, There was not even 
any demonstration in front of her house. 

The head for which the Queen was most 
desirious was that of Chief Justice Judd of 
Hawall. Judge Judd and the Queen are 
about the same age. They attended the 
Punaloua School here together. They have 
sat many a time at the same desk and 
the Judge used to work the Queen’s 
sums in mathematics and corrected her 
grammar exercises for her. As they grew 
up tne Queen said she was going to marry 
him, but she didn't. Judge Judd has been 
Chief Justice for twelve years. It 18 said 
that the Queen is especially inflamed against 
him because his family, having so long held 


the high office under the monarchy, she 
thinks he ought to be faithful to ber, It Is 
reported that the Queen is now practically 
bankrupt. 

She recently mortgaged her property to 
Banker Widdeman for $32,000 In order to pay 
some pressing debt. The property is sup- 
posed to be worth nearly three times that 
Sum but she has been supporting a small 
army ofretainersinthe expectation of her 
restoration to the throne and they have 
eaten up nearly everything she has. There 
is no doubt her finances are in bad condl- 
tion. 

Paul Neuman was much startied by the 
Queen's desirr to have the heads of her ene- 
mies, of which he claimed to know nothing 
until the papers came from America. The 
Honolulu papers believe in the freedom of 
the English language and live upto their 
belief. A question of veracity in regard to 
ceriain statements made to Minister Willis 
had arisen between Neuman and Wilson 
the Marshal of the Kingdom under the 
Queen. In commenting on it the Commercial 
Advertiser, the morning organ of the Provis- 
ional Government, closed an editorial last 
Wednesday with this sentence: Me are 
forced by the very laws of thought them- 
selves to believe that, for once either Mr. 
Neumian or Mr. Wilson is speaking the 
truth.’’ 


Mr. Neuman wrote to Henry M. Castle, the 
editor of the Advertiser, Gemanding an 
apology. r. Castle replied, demanding 
specifncations. That morning Mr. Castle 
rode down to his office on a bicycle. He dis- 
mounted ata street corner, and was hold- 
ing his bicycle when Mr. Neuman, accom. 
panied by W. H. Cornwell, another royalist, 
came up and Mr. Neuman asked angrily: 
Is that apology going to de made?’’ Mr. 
Castle said it was notand Mr. Neuman struck 
him three times with his cane. One blow on 
the head was very heavy. it cut through the 
scalp and blood gushed from the wound and 
also trom Mr. Castle's mouth and nose. 
Nevertneless he closed with his assailant 
andciaims that he would have taken the 
Cane away from Neuman and given him a 
beating with it had not Cornwall seized him 
from behind, Others rusedin ana parted 
them. Cornwall claims he interfered in the 
interest of peace only. 


The Advertiser next morning called Mr. Neu- 
man a cos ard and a drunkard and various 
other unpleasant names, and it is said that 
Editor Castle has got a gun. Neuman is 
about twice as big as Mr. Castle, but he has 
a wooden leg, the real one having 
been shot off by some i Confederate 
soldier. Neuman isa German by birth and a 
soldier of fortune by profession. He served 
in the Federal army during the civil 
war, lived afterwards in Central America 
and California, and has been a number 
of years in Hawali, where he has been suc- 
cessfulfs a lawyer and politician. He Is 
considered a good fellow. Mr. Castle is 
Hawallan born. 0

FEEDS ON BOOKS. 


But Bookworms Are Not Common in This 
Country. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The bane of the bibilophile is the book- 
worm. It is detested because of the havoc it 
works; it is, at the same time, longed for by 
possessors of valuable books or libraries. A 
worm-eaten book is a rarety. So far as has 
been accurately ascertained only two of 
these insect enemies of books have been 
found in this country. There have, undoubt- 
edly, Deen others, but no discovered records 
of thelr existence have been left to us. 

These two worms .were found by W. E. 
Benjamin in a worn leather-bound copy of 
Seneca, pubiished in London in 1675, and 
‘owned by John Carey in 1782. In the lower 
right band corner of page 46a small white 
worm lay buried it the hole it had eaten 
in the pages. The worm was motionless. 
Protruding over the edge of the leaves and 
to the tail of the- worm was a conical cocoon, 
The worm and its companion, which began 
at the end of Senaca to eat forward, while 
the other began at the front and worked 
toward the end, were the firstof their kind 
in this country. 

The worm eating in the front of the book 
was about three-elghths of an inch long and 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter. Its head 
ended biuntly, while its tall tapered to 
a sharp point. It was thecolor of water 
mixed with oatmeal. Being disturbed by 
one of the many who saw it, the Cocoon was 
torn from the paper. Ihe worm raised itself 
suddenly, but almost instantly resumed its 
lormer position, deep in the pages. 

When the cocoon was examined under 
amicroscope it appeared. to have six 
legs or cases, and a white medium line, 
barely perceptible, on its under side, 
At the end from which the worm had 
emerged were two fine horns, thinner 
than stk thread. There were five rings 
around the tall. The structure of the shell 
was so thin that one could easily see through 
it. No sheil was found with the worm in the 
back of the book. Onthe third gay one of 
the worms died. The other gave up the task 
of consuming the ‘‘Seneca’’ two days later. 

Between the writer and the worm there 
has been a bitter rivalry for centuries. 
Anathemas have been hurled against the 
worm in nearly every European language, 
The earliest Known notice of the bookworm 
isin **Micrographia,’’ by R. Hooke, pub- 
lished in London in 1665, This work, which 
was printed in London at the expense of the. 
Royal Society, is, an account of innumer- 
able things examined by ‘the author un- 
der the microscope. In his account of 
the bookworm, Mr. Hooke calls it a 
small white, silver-shining worm or moth, 
which he found much conversant among 
books and papers, and supposed to be that 
which corrodes and eats holes through the 
lea ves and covers. Its head appears big and 
bitint,’’ he says, and its body tapers from 
It towards the tall, smaller and smaller, 
being shaped almost like a carrot, It has 
two long horns before, which are straight 
and tapering towards the top, curiously 
ringed or knobbed, and bristled much like 
the marsh weed calied horse’s tail. The 
hinder part is terminated with three talls, in 
every particular resembling the two longer 
horns that grow out of the head. The legs 
are scaled and haired. 

„This animal probably feeds upon the 
papers and covers of books and perforates 
them in small round holes, finding, perhaps, 
aconvenient nourishment in those husks of 
hemp and flax which have passed through so 
many scourings, washings, dressings and 
adryings, as the parts of old papers neces- 
psarily have suffered. And, indeed, when I 
consider what aheap of sawdust or chips 
this little creature (which is one of the teeth 
of time) conveys into its entrails, I cannot 
choose but remember and admire the excel- 
lent contrivance of nature in placing in ani- 
mals sucha fire as is continually nourished 
and supp.jed by the materials conveyed into 
the stomach and fomented by the bellows of 
the lungs.’’ 

The picture here is a copy of Mr. Hooke’s 
idea of the bookworm, as he conceived him. 
More modern writers suggest that Mr. Hooke 
drew somewhaton his imagination, having 
apparently evolved both engraving and de- 
scription from his inner consciousness. 

Kirby, in speakine of the worm, says: 
Ihe larva of Crambus pinguinalis spins a 
robe, which it covers with its own excre- 
ment, and does no little injury.““ Hartnett, 
in his work on bookbinding, gives Aglossa 
pinguinalis as the real nameof the book- 
worm, and Mrs. Gatty, in her ‘‘Parables,’’ 
christens it Hypothenemus eruditus. The Key. 
F. T. Havergal, who many years ago had 
much trouble with book worms in the Cathe- 
dral Library of Hereford, England, wrote 
that the worms werea kind of death-watch, 
with a hard outer skin, and are dark 
brown,;’’ another sort ‘‘having white bodies, 
with brown spots on their heads.’’ r. 
Holmes, in Notes and Queries’’ for 1870, 
says that the worm has done considerable in- 
jury tothe Arabic manuscripts brought from 
Cairo by Burckhardt, and now in the Univer- 
sity Library, Cambridge. 

Mr. William Blades, in his work, ‘‘Ene- 
mies of Books, says: Among the paper- 
eating species are, first, the Anobium. Of 
this beetle there are three varieties, vis. 
A. pertinax, A. eruditisand A. paniceum. 
In the larva state they are grubs, just like 
those found in nuts, They eat,the wooden 
boards of old books, and so pass into the pa- 
per, where they make long holes, quite 
round — 1 when they work in a siant- 
ing directio „ when the holes appear 
to be oblong. ‘They will thus pierce 
through several volumes in succession, Peig- 
not, the well-known bibliograpner, having 
found twenty-seven volumes so pierced ina 
straight line by one worm—a miracle of glut- 
tony, the story of whieh, for myself, I re- 
ceive cum grano salis.’’ 

The worm in Mr. Benjamin’s Seneca de- 
long to the commonly acceptea Anoblum 
pertinax variety. The only other known 
evidence of the presente of K-worms in 
this country is in a private library in Phila. 
delphia, in the form ofa perforated by 
the worms.

How It Feels to Ride on the Back of a 


Camel 

Mr. Gilmour, in More About the Mon- 
gols,’’ thus describes the peculiarities of 
camel-riding: 

The motion of the camel is peculiar, and 
Iam often asked what it is like. Does it 
make me seasick? Does it make me giddy? 
Is it not tiring? Does it not prejudice any 
internal derangement? For other people I 
can’t answer. As regards myself, I have 
never been seasick on a camel, I have never 
been giday, I have never been internally de- 
ranged, but I have often been tired. The first 


time I tried camel-riding was one night after 
dark, when found myself astride of 
the rough pack-saddle of a camel, hold- 
ing on to the wooden frame. I had no 
stirrups; a Mongol mounted on another 
camel held the nose-rope and led the way at 
atrot over steep little sand hills, crossing 
which ws like riding great waves in a small 
boat, only rougher. Going up hill 1 felt like 
being shot off behind, going down Dill I felt 
like being precipitated over the animal’s 
head, and all the while seemed to be bobbed 
up and downand pulled backward and for. 
ward. That ride was a short one. Next day 
I nad my baggage put on the two sides of a 
camel and mounted on the top myself. For 
the first hour the motion did seem queer. It 
was a pulling forward and back ward at every 
step of the animal. In a short time the 
strangeness of the movement went off, and 
since that I have ridden rough and smooth 
cameis under many various circumstances 
and never felt any inconvenience beyond fa- 
tigue.’ 1 have heard of foreigners, 
however, who said they suffered injury 
from the motion of the camel, and it is not at 
allimprobable that they did. The motion is 
awkward and rough, and no one who ig 
afraid of jolting and shaking should ever 
undertake a long journey on a cameil's back. 
The ongols never ride cameis when they 
can helpit. They much prefer a horse, and 
the reason 60 many of them come to Pekin on 
cameis is that the camel stands the journey 
better and carries more than the horse. There 
are great differences in camels, too, young 
males being the roughest, and sedate cows 
being the pleasantest and smoothest. The 
came! does not trip or shy so readily as the 
horse; excepton mud or ice, you may trust 
him to keep his feet; but when he does shy 
the consequences may be much more serious, 
as the height of the rider’s fall is so mach

Scaffold Ropes. 


The idea is suggested in a French journal 
that, in order to insure greater strength and 
consequently more safety in ropes used for 
scaffolding purposes, particularly in locali- 
tles where the atmosphere is destructive of 


hemp fiber, such ropes should be dipped, 
when dry, into a bath containing twenty 
graius of sulphate of copper © liter of 
water; and kept in soak in this solation some 
four days, afterward being dried. The ropes 
will thus bave absorbed a certain quantity of 
sulphate Of copper, which will preserve 
them a long time, both from the attacks of 
animal parasites and from rot, 

The copper salt may be fixed in the fibers 
by a coating of tar or by soapy water, and in 
order to do this it may passed through a 
bath of boiled tar, hot, drawing it through a 
thimble to press back the excess of tar, and 
suspending it afterwara on a staging to d 
and harden. In a second imethod, the rope 
soaked in a solution of 100 grains of soap per 
* 1 1 one * oon thus formed 
n the r of the rope is stated to presery 
it better than tar.

A Blunt Intimation That Tappan’s Pres- 
ent Was Stolen. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—The Statist of to-day inti- 
mates very bluntly that the silver tankard 
very recently presented to Mr. Fred D. Tap- 
pan by the New York Clearing- house Asso- 
ciation and which had been the gift of the 
directors of the Bank of England to Sir John 
Heublon, its first Governor, must have been 
stolen fromthe family, since thelr circum- 
stances have never been euch that they 
would have knowingly parted with such an 
hetrloom., The Statist, which is the leading 
financial paper here, adds that the Clearing- 
house Committee would have done a just and 
courteous act If, before presenting tue tank- 
ardtoMr. Tappan, it had made inquiries of 
the Heublen family here as to how sucha 
valuable relic had passed out of their posses- 
sion, 


THE CUP’S BISTORY.

Lady Alice 
Heublen, one of the descendants of ir John, 
the original recipient of the tankard, wrote 
and asked that copies of all the addresses 
made at the presentation to Mr. Tappan 
should be sent herin order that she might 
keepa complete record of this memento, 
This fact alone shows that the Heubien fam- 
lily admit the rightful possession of the 
tankard by the persons who presented it to 
Mr. Tappan.’’

sacred pine torch into dark corners. 

Then fortwo or three nights there con- 
tinues the feasttothe regenerative powers 
of the air, on which the eye of the white man 
has not looked—a feast where the American 
missionary, Mr. C. W. Lane, once told me 
the two sexes figured, one at one end ofthe 
councll-house and one at the other, and 
where the dance, beginning in modesty, 
waxed in its frenzy to the height of libidin- 
ousness.

opportune to get Prince Bismarck’s views on 
the subject,-and the Hamburger Nachrichten 
accordin exhibits a sudden change of 

view, and, probably in anticipation of the 
Emperor’s approaching visit to Friederichs- 
ruhe, takes a more concliatory tone, draw- 
ing a cautious distinction between the at- 
tacks on the Chancellor and on the Govern- 
ment, and declaring that the Russian treaty 
is necessary in consequence of the treaties 
with Austria and Italy. 

The Hamburger Nachrichien says that it fears

The meeting of the Berlin Merchants’ As-

Timbuctoo lies nine miles north of the 
Niger River and about 800 feet above the sea.

The town has grown since Barth’s time, but 
its growth is very slow. Lenz estimates its 
population at 20,000. The only public 
buildings are the mosques, d 
no European has ever 
them except Cailie. Schools 
nected with the mosques, and here also are 
collections of manuscripts, many of them 
doubtless of much historical importance, 
though Brath translated and published the 
most valuable of them. Most of the inhabit- 
tants can read and write and know a large 
part of the Koran by heart. Some 
the men are renowned for 
learning. Lenz says that

ing manuscripts. It was a pity that he hed 
to husband his resources for his further jour- 
mey. 
The population is composed of various ele- 
ments. Moroccan Arabs are the most sub- 
stantial and important element. Most of 
them are very dark in color on account of the 
large admixture of negro blood in their 
veins. Light-colored women are very rarely 
seen. There isin Timbuctoo a great mixture 
of people from all over the Western soudan 
and the negro counties south of it, the West- 
ern Sahara and the Mediterranean States. 
Timbuctoo is a big market, a meeting 
place of traders where the products 
of the south are exchanged for those 
ofthe north. It was never the chief town of 
alarge country. Itisnot joinedin interest 
and political bonds with the regions around 
it. It is a market place, an important one to 
be sure, but still it has no prospect appar- 
ently of developing into a large city like 
some of the capitals of ths Soudanese states 
until Kuropean influence firmly fastens up- 
on it, 

Dr. Lene visited Timbuctoo in 1880. He 
thinks that if France gained the ascendency 
for which she was on the middle Niger and 
firmly established herself at Iimbuctoo she 
would make the place the center of an enor- 
mous influence forthe spread of Western 
civilization and the extension of her trade.

But I contend that few of our international 
marriages have been as happy as average 
marriages between our own people. It is 
not necessary to cite instances, but there 


are many in which itis evident that the Eu- 
ropean marriages have been made more for 
position and fortune than for domestic happl- 
ness. All acknowledge that the good Ameri- 
can makes the best husband, for he loves in 
the old-fashioned way, living but for his 
wife, and feeling that sheisa part of him- 
selfand that his happiness is wholly and 
completely bound up in her. 

It was noticeable at Newport last summer, 
and again this winter in New York, that there 
were a great many Europeans at fashionable 
dinners, and that they absorbed the atten- 
tion of our wealthiest young women, both 
married and single. The trouble is that our 
own — men are sO engrossed in business 
that do not have the time to give to so- 
clety. Consequently their place is filled by 
the foreigner, who thus becomes an import- 
ant factor in our local society. We can not 
blame him for marrying our richest girls, 
although it is unfortunate for our countr 
that this state of affairs exists. We can fil 
afford to have the large incomes from these 
fortunes made in this country spent abroad. 


WEDLOCK NO UTOPIA. 
Marriage, like allelse, has progressed. It 
is now no longer an affair of boys and girls, 


for the extravagance ofthe age in which we 
live is so great that even young married 


people, in order to live and hold their social 
position, are obliged toincur large e nse 
in living in a house in a possible neighbor- 
hood, and furnishingitjin accordance with 
their social position. 

The American young man of marriageable 
age is not usually able to stand tnis expense, 
and the result is that there are fewer 
marriages than ig agreeable to our 
young women. The French overcome 
this difficulty by exacting for their gsons 
on marrying a dot from the parents or 
guardians of the bride.

The 
system works very well, and we should adopt 
it. The chivalry of the American youn 
man, however, and his belief in himself, 
scorn such an arrangement. The theory 
here is that young people on marrying are 
allthe world to themselves, requiring only 
the simple comforts of life, and none of the 
social fembellisnhments. All of this was well 
enough in Utopia, but as that land was 
simply the philosopher’s dream of what 
should be, dull reality soon dissipates it.

Wealth has accumulated so rapidly inthe 
hands ofa few, and is always accompanied 
by such vigorous social aspirations, that it is 
well to consider whata social leader should 
be.

AN EXPEDITION TOELLESMERE LAND TO 
FIND THE SW£ZDISH EXPLORER. 


Written forthe SUNDAY PO8T-DISPATCH. 

That part of the scientific world which 
seeks tolearnthe secrets of the ice-bound 
Arctic regions is lamenting the possible, if 
not the very probable loss of Alfred Bjor- 
ling, EKvald Kalistenius and two sallors, who 
were the last to reach that chilly bourne 
whence many a daring traveler has not re- 
turned. At this present time a rescuing ex- 
pedition is being fitted out. Already $7,000 
has been raised, but as much more is needed 
toequipthe party. Contributors are assured 
awide publicity for their generosity, and 
a geographical immortality, by having their 
names given to capes, bays and mountains, 
Bat the strongest appeal is made in the name 
of humanity, which demands that no stone 
be left unturned to save these hardy mar- 
iners and zealous scientists from agniserable 
death. 

BIJORLING’S PURPOSE. 

The story of Sjorling and Kallstenſus dif- 
fers not in the least from the narratives of 
ill-fated polar expeditions, which fill the 
pages of adventure since the seventeenth 


century. Butonly enoughis known of the 
experiences of the two young Swedes and 
their companions to awaken a desire tolearn 
more and if possible to Dring them back to 
civilization, The ship was found a deserted, 
ice-clad wreck, but are they alive or dead? 
Therein is the mystery. Bjorling is 
a botanist, 21 years of age, but 
he was no siranger4o the perils ofthe North 
when he started on his last expedition, for in 
1890 he made his first visit to those bleak re- 
gions. In the spring of 1892 he went from 
Stockholm, Sweden, to St. Johns, Newfound- 
land, by way of Liverpool. He had pre- 
viously outlined his plans thus: 
From St. Jahns I intend to sail 
either in a whaling steamer or in a 
hired vessel along the West Greenland coast 
past Cape York to some place on Ellesmere 
Land, as close as possible to Cape Sabine. 
Under ordinary circu:instances I ought to ar- 
rive there about midsummer. During the 
two and a half months following I shall un- 
dertake a trip with sledge and boat aloig 
Ellesmere Land and through Hayes Sound, in 
the direction of Victoria archipelago or 
North Kent. That region, which is entirely 
unknown from a geographic,point of view 

presents an unusually rich field for botanica 

investigations, being the connecting link 
between Arctic North America and Green- 
land. As regards the return voyage, if it is 
to be made on asteam whaler, I shall have 
to meet one of these vessels at Cape War- 
render on North Devon, in Lancaster Sound; 
if! g° in a hired vessel I shall have to return 
to the point on Ellesmere Land where I left 
the vessel. 

„As regards my chances of making this 
trip of 650 milesin seventy-five days, I may 
Mention thatin the summer of 1891, under 
very unfavorable circumstances, I made 400 
miles in sixteen days, ia the ice along the 
West Greenland coast. During my stay in 
Arctic North America I shall, of course, 
make as large collections of natural history 
objects as possible, and I may point out that 
while Swedish expeditions have visited the 
whole polar region from West Greenland 
eastward to Behring Strait, not a single 
Swedish expedition has yet visited the North 
American Archipelago, The return from the 
northern part of Bafin Bay is intended to be 
made in the beginning of September.“ 


THE RIPPLE. 

A young geologist, Evald Kallstenius, 24 
years of age, accompanied him to st. John's 
and became his associate in the expedition. 
Bjoriing had between $600 and $700 at his dis- 


posal. No ship-owner was willing to hire out 
his vessel tohim,and he paid $650 for the 
Ripple, a 87-ton schooner, generally re- 
garded as unseaworthy. He had much trou- 
ble in securing a crew, but at length obtained 
the services of Karl Kaun, a Danish helms- 
man, who became Captain of the Ripple; 
Gilbert Dunn signed as a helmsman and Her- 
bert cDonald as cook, 

Although Bjoriing arrived at St. John’s on 
June 1, he did not obtain his crew of three 
untilJune 22, for the report was current 
among sailors that his craft would sink with- 
in sight of Newfoundland. 


A LETTER FROM BJORLING. 

Bjorling, however, had faith in the ‘‘Rip- 
ple, for in one of his letters he says: 
That 1 was not mistaken in the quality of 
my vessel appears from the fact that in ten 
Gays I penetrated through the extremely 
dimcult West Greenland pack ice, which, for 


the first time in one hundred years, had 
filled the lower part of Davis Strait 
and left only a narrow lead along Bafin 
land!“ In the same letter he says: If 
obliged to winter,I shall take refuge with the 
Eskimos in North Greenland, or with the 
Danes on the West Coast. If I cannot return 
this year, I request that the whalers be asked 
that when they go past the Cary Islands, as 
they usually do, they visit the summit of the 
highest island, and obtain the documents 
which I fntend to deposit there. 
KALLSTENIUS’ LETTER. 

According to a letter from Kallstentus, 
Godhavn was reached on duly 28, and was 
left behind on Aug. 3. Mr. Jorgensen, Gov- 
ernor of the colony, states that Bjorling 
there purchased a shotgun andarifie with 
the necessary ammunition, as wellas some 

rovisions, clothing, etc., anda d boat. 

o also carried good scientific instruments, 
in part loaned by scientific institutions of 
Stockholm.

TO JOIN TEE ESKIMOS. 

The last letter was ted Oct. 12, 1892, and 

was written in lead pencil ona sheet of letter 


paper. It was as follows: 

As you will learn from my communications here 
deposited, I tried, afterthe loss of my vessel, to 
reach Foulke flerd, to sinter there, ut, after 
reaching Northamberlanc Island, I was obliged by 


my men during the winter Finally, I request that 
you send all information oncerulng myself to Prof. 
hordenskiold in Stocxholp,or to the nearest Swed- 
ish Consul, together witha statement as to time 
when and place where it vas found.

STILL ALL¥F. ; 

The opinion prevails that Biorling and his 
comrades have not perafed, They had two 
rinss, a ‘shotgun and ammunition and 
were aking for Fa land which 


is rich in animal life. The Eski- 
mos call Ellesmere Lagd Mpskox Land 
because these animals, u wel as reindeer, 
abound on the south apd east, while polar 
bears and seals infest the west coast. Fur- 
thermure, there is every likelihood that 
there are [Eskimos residing cn Ellsemere 
Land. The eause for alarm forthe safety of 
Kjorling and his crew of three is the fact 
that none of the whaling vesselswhich were 
near the moutb of Jones’ Sound n 1898 found 
any trace of the expeditéon. If Ljoriing was 
near Clarence Heal he would have made an 
effort to communicate with the Whalers, 
which he knew were in the vicinity, unless 
he lost his boat and could not leave 
the shore in thp crafts of ths Eskimos. 
The promoters ofthe rescuing expedition in- 
insist thatthe course of action is to get to 
Clarence Head, where Bjoriing intended to 
deposit records. Baron Nordenskiold, a 
famous Arctic erplorer of Stockholm, has 
promised his co-operation and has secured a 
contribution of $1p00. The 1 object of 
the expedition is save the livesof Bjorling, 
Kallstenſus andthe twoofthe three sallors 
who accompanied them and arealive. The 
expedition propoies also to establish a per- 
manent refuge sation for whalers and ex- 
plorers; to establish a permanent base of 
operations whence exploration can be car - 
ried on llesurely and without risk; to make 
a series of observations on magnetism, 
gravity, meteorobay, tides and currents, 
soundings and dredgings, and to discover 
mineral lands and new whaling grounds.

A Cargo of Guns and Ammunition—MNoé- 
turnel Signals and Revolutionaty 
Emissaries—Queer Stories ofthe Steve- 
dores Who Loaded the Vessel~A 
Bloody Upheaval in Hayti Looked Fer. 


New Yorn, Feb. 10.—There is another 
chapter in the history of that mysterions 
stranger, the steam yacht Natalie, a craft 
that has set agog the authorities of a 
dozen different ports. Just at the 
hour when night was dlackest on Jau. M, 
the Natalie, with ber lights out, slipped 
out of the port of Savannah and reached the 
open sea and shaped her course to the south. 
For two opahree. days prior to her departure 
the port officers were uneasy over the sus- 
picious actions of her crew. She lay there 
apparently.waiting forthe steamer City of 
Augustatoenterthe river. Then all was 
astir on the Natalie, When the cargo of 
t teamer was discharged, forty cases were 
landed on the pier, all consigned to the mas- 
teroftheyacht. According to people who 
handled them the boxes weighed 1,500 
pounds, On Saturday night drays carried 
them toa wharf, where they were covered 
and left. That night they were taken qulet · 
ly aboard the Natalie. 

MYSTERIOUS MANEUVERS. 

Allday Sunday preparations were active 
on the yacht. Large quantities of provis- 
much more than would be taken on an ordi- 
nary cruise, were aboard, and later the 
yacht’s bunkers were filled with coal. As 
the vessel had cruising papers the authori- 
tles could do nothing further than make a 
few inquiries that ied to nothing. When 
Monday morning came the discovery that 
she had vanished in the night was made 
and no one was any wiser than before. 

MUNITIONS OF WAR. 

Then a quiet investigation was set on foot 
that led to the discovery that the strong 
boxes contained nothing less than munitions 
of war. The fact was divulged by the steve- 
dores who stored the cargo. They had been 
pledged to secrecy, but by some means the 
the customs people learned through them 
the nature of the Natalie’s cargo. 
The arms consisted of military 
rifles, HotchKiss and — guns and the 
ammunition to serve them. hen it was be- 
lieved that the vessel hau shipped the cargo 
for the rellef of Mello, cornered in his har- 
bor. Later it came out that tne master of 
the yacht had told one of the stevedores that 
the arms were intended for Honduras,where 
they would be used by the Government. 
But the yacht went to neither place. She 
slid down the American coast and over 
toward Hayti. This fact was brought out 
to-day by the arrival of the steamer Clenfue- 
gos from Nassau, and with the exception of 
slight minor details, reveals the,destiny and 
purpose of the Natalie. All the facts are now 
in the hands of the Haytian Government and 
the prospects are that whenthe Natalie re- 
turns to thig country, if she ever does, she 
will receive a warm reception, - 

REVOLUTIONARY EMISSARIES. 

She chose the time for her arrival and kept 
away from all busy ports. One night, dark 
as that un which she fied from Savannah, 
she crawled in toward the southern coas: of 
the Re publio and set a signal. It was an- 
swered, and after a short delay she was in 
communication with the shore. Certain 
emissaries from a revolutionary society, 
it is claimed, went aboard and 
then a conference was held which 
resulted in the Natalie hauling up anchor 
and steaming off shore. Her intent when she 
set the signal was to notify Gen. Manigat, of 
revolutionary fame, that the yacht was 
waiting his commasds. When it was learned 
that Manigat had been arrested and was un- 
der surveillance the calculations off the of- 
cers of the Natalie were cut all adrift, 

: RIPE FOR AN UPHEAVAL. 

It is possible that President Hippolyte was 
aware that the Natalie was in trouble, for he 
sent word immediately*to Kingston to bold 
the vessel should she arrive at that port. 
Once or twice the yacht was sighted, 
but she eluded search and Gisappeared 
altogether. Simultaneously with her flight 
the Government officials learned that 
one of the largest consignments of arms that 
had ever been shipped to Hayti had been 
landed on the coast and the weapons were in 
the hands of the revolutionists. The Natalie, 
after landing her cargo, steamed to the 
northward and on Feb, 4 entered the port of 
Nassau as easy as you please.

ARTESIAN WELLS. 


Sahara's Incredulous Natives Wild With 
Joy at Their Success. 


From the New York Times. 

One of the most striking evidences, not 
only of the advantages which the nativ 
Algerians have derived from the French pos- 
sessions of their country, but of,the ease 
with which large areas can be rendered 
productive by means ofartesian wells, 1s 
seen, writes Dr. Robert Brown in The Story 
of Africa’’ for January, in the oasis on which 
the ancient town of Touxrgourt is built. 

In 1866 this, like many other oases in the 
desert, had become more or less un!nhabita- 
bie, owing tothe old wells having become 
filled up, and the water necessary for the ir- 
rigation of the gardens reduced in amount, 
The consequence was that the people began 
to migrate in search of more hospitable 
quarters. These facts being brought before 
the Algerian authorities, an attempt was 
made to tap the supplies of water which 
were known to underlie so large a portion of 
Northern Africa. 

After five weeks of persevering labor the 
confidence of the engineer was rewarded by 
a water deposit being reached at a depth of 
less than 200 feet from the surface, aud im- 
mediately afterward a river rushed forth, 
yielding 888 gallons a minute, doubie the 
quantity pourea out by the famous well of 
Grenelle, at Paris. The joy and gratitude of 
the innahitants can be understood. 

When the engineers first began to sink in 
the sand the village graybeards shock their 
heads over the likelihood of their trials bring- 
ing forth what to them was the greatest 
necessity of life. With true oslem fatalism, 
they considered that the fillingupof the old 
wells was an act of God, and that it was uSse- 
less for men to oppose the ways of Provi- 
dence. ‘‘Our children are weak,’’ said one 
ofthechiefs. ‘‘If Allah, the worker of mir- 
acles, does not help us, in ten years the Wad 
Kir will be deserted and our gardens buried 
inthe sand.’’ The people would then perish 
of thirst. 

But when this un 


xpected river foamed 
over the parched ground the joyful occasion 
was celebrated by singlag, dancing and 
Arab ‘‘fantasias’’ of every description, and 
line Fountain of Peace’’ was the name 
given by general conseut to the first arti- 
ficial well bored in this oasis. 

Since that date numerous other wells have 
been sunk in the same region with equal suc- 
cess, if possible, with a greater amount of 
astonisnment and with no less rejoicing. 
Thus in October, 1885, there were in this Irri- 
gated district ll4 artesian wells belonging to 
the French settiers and 492 belonging to the 
natives. Including the lew natural supplies 
of water, these wells yield over 56,000 gallons 
of water a minute, orabout 141 cuvic feeta 
second, equivalent, M. Ney calculates, to 
one-tenth of the flow of the Seine lu summer.

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A BIG EEL. 


Inspector Williams Caught It and Fed a 
Boat’s Crew. 


From the New York Tribune. 

The biggest eel Jever speared was thirty 
feet long and twenty-six inches thick, and I 
had to make a special svear for him,“ said 
Police Inspector Alexander S. Willlams to a 
friend at the Central Office the other day. 

‘*‘My! that was a whopper!’’ 

»The eel?““ 

„No. * 

Inspector Williams indulged in a grim 


smile. He never lapghs aloud. be 

„Well, it may sound like a fish story.“ he 
said, but Lam speaking the Gospel truth, 
and I have got the spear to prove it. 

But how about the eel waiting iwhile you 
— offand madeaspear of such unusual 
siz.?’’ 

„Oh, I didn’t have to go far. I was on the 
deck of a sailing vessel moored at a dock at 
Hong Kong. That was back in the 608. I 
had been to Japan, and I had got the chance 
of getting back home on the sailing vessel, 
by way of China, by working as the ship 
carpenter on the voyage. I was leaning over 
the rail of the ship one day when the sun was 
high in the cloudless sky and the water was 
dead calm, and I saw that eel lying on the 
mud almost directly under me. Eels grow to 
animmense size in those waters. Now, it 
would have been impossible for§me to have 
got the eel with a speer such as is used ordi- 
narily inthis country. Ihadn’t fished with 
Indians in the waters of Nova Scotia when 1 
was a boy for nothing, however, and I made 
up my mind that 1 would have thateel. sol 
set to work and made an Indian @¢el-spear, 
AsIwasthe ship’s carpenter, I had plenty 
of materials at Band, and in half an hourl 
had made a spear big enough for that eel. 
Perhaps you don't know what an Indian eel- 
spear is. In show you.’’ 

he Inspector took paper and pencil and 
drew a picture of a spear. 

**You see, he explained,‘ that I have drawn 
only the business end ofthe spear. The pole 
can be made as long as you want it. Drive a 
sharp spike in the end of a pole, and on each 
side of it fustena strip of tough wood called 
a rocker. ‘Ihe rockers must be shaped 80 
that they will nearly touch below the point 
of the spike, and so that the space between 
them at the middle ofthe spike will be large 
enough to admit the body of the eel to be 
speared. When you strike the eel the rockers 
spring back and let the spike stick into 

boay. Then they close under his 

and hold him fast. He. Can. 

not possibly get away. One good 
thing about the spear is that it makes the 
aim of the fisherman more sure. If either 
rocker hits the eel it will direct the spike into 
the eel’s body.’ When you have got your eel 
into the boat you have only to place your 
foot against the eel’s back anc push it off the 
spike, and tbe spear !s ready to work again. 

Now. when I had made my Indian spear at 
Hong kong I looked over the rallof the ship 
and saw that the eel had moved out of range. 
I let the spear slide down through fifteen 
feet of water very slowly, and then drove the 
epike into the eel hard, 80 as to make sure of 
him. The next minute I was nearly dragged 
overboard. 1 had a good pull to get that 
squirming eel aboard ship, and some of the 
sailors were too much scared to lend a hand, 
but the entire crew dined oa that eel,

IN RECEIVERS’ 


Congress Called Upon to Investigate 
Railway Nanaze ment. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10. — The Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
is being strongly urvedto make an investi- 
gation of the management of railroads under 
receivers appointed by the Federal Courts. 
So many complications have arisen lately, as 
the system of receivership control has 
spread, thatthe matter has been brought 
before the committee in several of its 
phases. 

Recently Gov. Tillman of South Carolina 
memoriaiized Congress on this subject, 
stating his troubles with the railroads whieh 


run through hit State, growing out of the re- 
fusals of the receivers to pay State taxes and 
the absence of legal machinery. through 
which he could force them to do so, as they 
were nominally the agent of the Federal 
courts, which appointed them, and only 
through those courts could he have brought 
action. The ‘Tillman memorial was very 
bitter against the Judges of the United 
States courts and the Supreme Court itself, 
accusing them of partiality toward the rail. 
road corporations and against their credi- 
tors. 

Gov. Tillman addressed the committee on 
the subject and two bills are before it. ‘This 
week the Judiciary Committee has up the 
‘“eGann resolution for an investigation of 
the action of Judge Jenkins in enjoining the 
employes of the Northern Pacific from a 
strike, This resolution was the result ofa 
shower of protests and petitions sent to the 
Committee on Labor by the labor organ!za- 
tions, and thereisno doubt that the more 
recent order of Judge Dundy against the men 
of the Union Pacific, coupled with his order 
for salaries of $18,000 tobe pald tothe five 
receivers of the road, will probably be called 
to the attention of Congress from the same 
source. 

Representative “cGann has not decided to 
introduce a second resolution for an inquiry 
into the Dundy case, as he thinks the decis- 
fon upon the Jenkins case will establish a 
precedent, and, moreover, he is hopeful 
that action will be taken for an inquiry cov 
ering the whole ground for the management 
of railroads in the hands of receivers in 
which even the minor investigations will not 
be necessary. Nr. cGann says that it 1s 
evident that grave abuses are incident to 
the system of ‘‘friendiy’’ receivers for 
railroads, and thinksthat Congress should 
make some definite utterance on the system 
and that the powers of United States courts 
as wellasthe rights of organized working- 
men should be understood. ‘he right of la- 
bor to organize, he says, was recognized in- 
cidentally by the interstate commerce act and 
he thinks this right has been infringed 
upon oy Judges Jenkins ani Dundy. 

An influence which tends to restrain the 
Committee on Judiciary from reviewing the 
actio ofthe courts unnecessarily is that 
the judiciary is a co-ordinate branch of gov- 
ernment.

Seigniorage Coinage Measure. mi 


He Believes Its Passage Will Discredit 
the Silver Certificates, 


A STRAIGHTFORWARD STATEMENT ON 
HIS BOND ISSUE POLICY. 


His Reluctance in Resorting to ths Meas- 

" wure—The Situation so Critical He Felt 
It His Imperative Duty—Proceedis To 
Be Used for Paying Pensions and Al 
Other Pubic Obliizvations—He Will 
Follow This Course Unless Stopped 
by Congress—Before the Judiciary 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—Secretary 
Carlisle to-day sent to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House a stenographic report of 
his statements before the committee on 
Thursday in regard to coining the selgnor- 
la ge and issuing bonds. The hearing was 
conducted behind closed doors, and only 
meager detalls of the Secretary’s utterances 
were given out. 

The document made public this afternoon 
is official, and as the Secretary has carefully 
revised the stenographer’s notes, the views 
on financial questions generally which are 
presented are likely to attract much notice. 

Secretary Carlisie, it appears, told the 
committee frankly thathe was opposed to 
the proposition contained inthe Bland bili 
providing for coining the seigniorage. Mr. 
Carlisle was disposed, for obvious reasons, 
to evade a direct answer to the question, but 
on being pressed by Mr. Stone of Pennsyl- 
vania he made this significant reply, which 
settles beyond further doubt that hecon- 
siders the Bland plan as an unwise step in 
the direction of discrediting the silver cer- 
tificates. 

He said: ‘‘If we should issue certificates 
with nothing behind them but bullion I 
think they would be greatly discredited in 
the public mind.’’ 

Secretary Carlisle made a straightforward 
statement of what als policy will de in util- 
izing the proceeds from the sale of bonds. 
He expressed his reluctance to resorting to 
abond issue, but said: ‘‘The situation at 
last became so criticall feltit was my im- 
perative duty, in view of what I regarded 
as avery uncertain prospect of securing im- 
mediate relief by congressional action.“ As 
tothe use to which the proceeds of bonds 
will be applied he said: I belleve itis my 
duty to pay pensions and all other public 
obligations, and unless Congress stops me, I 
shall do so while I remain -ecretary of the 
Treasury. Ishall endeavorto maintain the 
credit of the Government by paying its 
obligations.’’ 

Secretary Carlisle also expressed himself 
vigorously as to the validity of the bond 
issue. The statement, with questions asked 
by members of the committee, is as follows: 

Representative Oakes asked: ‘‘I want to 
ask you, Mr. Carlisle, if there is any objec- 
tion to the proposition about colning the 
selgnorage and Issuing certificates against 
that. 0 

Secretary Carlisle: Well, the effect of 
that would be that the Secretary of the 


Treasury would issue silver certificates call- 
ing for dollars. Isuppose when there were 
no dollars behind them and if they came in 
for redemption, as they might, the Secretary 
of the Treasury would be compelled, I sup- 
pose, to use gold or whatever else he had to 
redeem them.“ 

Mr. Boutner: ‘‘Could you not coin the sil- 
ver and use that?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: res, in about two 
years; it would take about that time. 

Mr. W. A. Stone (Pa.): Have you not got 
enough silver to redeem it?’’ 

secretary Carlisle: No, sir; certificates 
are outstanding against what we have, ex-

Secretary Carlisle: They would call for 
silver dollars, and there are no silver dollars 
to redeem them. 

In answer toa question as to how fast the 
coinage of the seigniorage could be pushed 
Mr. Carlisle said: Ik all other coinage was 
suspended at the mints I estimate that we 
could coin about 4,000,000 silver dollars per 
month, or $48,000,000 a year. 

The nd question was treated very elab- 
orately by Mr. Carlisle. His purpose as to 
using the proceeds of the sale of bonds is 
sharply set fomh in the following colloquy: 

Mr. Stone: 1 understand your purpose is 
simply to sell bonds to redeem United states 
notes and Treasury notes, and the surplus to 
replenish the reserve fund?“ 

Secretary Carlisle: That is my purpose, 
but I want to say to you gentiemen that the 
Secretary of the Treasury may be confronted 
hereafter with a very serious question, 
as to. what he will doin the event Con- 
gress “fails or refuses to make provisions 
to supply the deficiency. Suppose, for 
instance, Congress passes a law, whici 
it does every session, making appropriations 
for some particular purpose—the payment of 
pensions, for illustration—an:| makes it the 
duty of the secretary ofthe Treasury to pay 
them out ofany money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, whicn is the lan- 
guage of ail your appropriation laws, and 
the Secretary ofthe Interior makes a requl- 
sition upon the Treasury Department for 
money to pay pensions. Ihe Secretary of the 
Treasury unis no money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated except the money 
which has been realized from the sale of 
bonds. He will be conironted with the ques- 
tion whether he will stop the payment of 
pensions, whether he will stop the payments 
upon public buildings, whether he will stop 
payment for work upon rivers and harbors, 
whether he will withhold salaries or use the 
money in the Treasury not appropriate.“ 

Mr. Boatner: M ould you consider it im-

If you ask me, as 
a financial question, whether I think it wise 
in Congress to authorize the issue of $200,- 
000,000 in reen acks, I shoultaay no; be- 
cause I velleve, in the first place, there is an 
amply supply of money in the country for 
the business that is being transacted, and a 
great deal more than is being used. 

In concluding the hearing, Mr. Carlisle ex- 
pressed himself vigorously as ta the®validity 
of the present bond issue. He was asked by 
Mr. Stone if the bonds would be hurt by legal 
questions. 

Mr. Carlisle: No; because if the Secretary 
of the Treasury should issue those bonds and 
take gold and uumpit inthe middle of the

Lawyer Mabbett, who repre- 
sents the majority of the creditors, went 
after him and last Wednesday brought him 
back to New Jersey. He is now locked up ia 
the Hudson County Jalil. © 
A NEW QU’ STIOW OF LAW. 

A new question of law was raised by the 
endeavor to procure the indictment of Henry 
Simon. The polgt was whether a minor 
creditor can honestly buy out an insolvent 
debtor. The other creditors asked whether 
a creditor, in order to obtain the amount due 
him has a right to buy the debtor’s stock, 
payjng cash the amount agreed on over the 
indebtedness, ignoring the claims of all 
creditors. They maintained that such ace 
tion was deliberate fraud on the part of 
the debtor and that Simon became a party to 
Rosenthal’s fraud. The Grand-jury evidently 
took the same view of the matter, for on 
Dec. 18 last, Rosenthal and Simona were in- 
dicted.

The Lehman-Whitehill election case was 
hotly contested all day in Court Room No. 1. 
yesterday, and various members of the 
House of Delegates and political lawyers 
were put on the stand and~testified as to 
what they knew ofthe case. Lehman, who 
has been unseated in the House of Delegates, 
after receiving his certificate, has applied 
foraninjunction to restrain the House of 
Delegates from interfering with him in the 
discharge of his duties as a member of that 
body until his case had been passed upon by 
the Supreme Court. Mr. Lehman makes the 
point that the House has no authority to un- 
seat him until the case has been finally 
passed upon dy the Supreme Court to 
which it has been appealed and 
that a bond in the proper amount 
having been furnished, the case was at a 
standstill as far as the House was concerned, 
until the case was settled, and that the in- 
cumbent was entitled to the seat until sucha 
time. 

The various witnesses in the case told most 
beautifully conflicting stories as to what Mr. 
Lehman thought about the position. 
Some sad that Mr. Lehman had 
stated that he did not care for 
the job anyhow, and if he were put out by a 
fair vote, he would abide by the decision of 
the House. Attorney John Gernez, who 
represents Lehman, testified that he had 
sought Lehman the night he was unseated 
and followed him first to Filley’s house and 
then from there to John H. Pohiman’s. The 
defendant delegutes claim that this 
is evidence that Lehman was afraid 
to act without first seeing the 
2 managers, and, being well bolstered up 

y them, he started in to make the fight. The 
attorneys forthe defense, Messrs. Haughton 
and Browning, were ulso put on the stand, 
and testified as to what had passed in the 
House of Delegates on the night Lehman was 
unseated, and asto subsequent overtures re- 
garding a settle ment. 

Attorney Gernez gave a graphic ac- 
count of how he came by his Diack 
eye upon that interesting occasion, 
and Clerk Tom Barrett told of what he had 
done as Clerk of the House in the discharge 
of his duties in that capacity. Sergeant-at- 
Arms Howard told his version of certain 
conversations he had with Lehman concern- 
ing his case. Along toward the end of the 
hearing the attorneys for the House sprung 
a copy of the recorded records, 
which show judgments against Lehman 
for several sums. Two of the items were 
udgments for costs amounting to about 
500 or more. Mr. Lehman’s attorneys ex 
plained to the court that Mr. Lehman in 
these cases was one of twenty-seven other 
persons who had been defendants in suits 
similarte this one. The defendants were 
trying to show that in the event 
Lehman was knocked out by the 
Supreme Court and Whitehill sustained in 
his contest as decided by Judge Dillon, he 
would not be able to pay should a judgment 
for back salary be secured against him. This 
point was argued at some length and Leh- 
man’s testimony as to the value of his 
property and Lehman’s sworn returns to 
the Assessor were found to be a little bit 
conflicting, a small difference of 
$10,000 or so, to which Judge Klein 
called attention. The case was argued at 
length on both sides and the attorneys for 
the House of Delegates given until to-mor- 

afternoon to file briefs. The Lehman 
awyers were given urtil Tuesday afternoon 
to file briefs in reply. Judge Klein will then 
probably pass on the case after having 
looked over the papers, 


Rutledge Granted a Divorce. 


William A. Rutledge was yesterday after. 
noon granted a divorce from his wife, Minnie 
J. Rutledge, on his cross bill to her petition. 
The petition of Mrs. Rutledge was with- 


drawn at the opening of the 
trial and the case tried on the 
cross- bill of the husband. Mrs. Rutledge, in 
her bil, said they were married June 7, 1852, 
and lived together until April, 1892, when 
they separated. Beside charging him with 
all sorts of personal indignities, she accuses 
him of being unduly intimate with a certain 
Maggie Manley.

A DEAL IN REALTY. 


John A. Gardiner Claims There Was a 
Conspiracy Against Him. 

The Venita Realty Co. case was commenced

When the time 
came for ying for the stock Gardiner 
said he ia not have the ready 
money, so it was agreed to take a part in 
cash and the rest in the shape ofa mortgage 
on his house and lot on Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue. He finally paid 81. 500 n cash and gave 
amortgage for the balanceof $3,500 on his 
house and lot. Since then he claims he has 
been charged rent toa total of $275, besides

the real buyers of the property, Fogg and the 
others were both buyers and sellers, having 
previously secured the entire tract for 
$71,500 and were selling it out under the 
representation of buying it.

New York, Feb. 10.~Thomas G. Shearman, 
as missionary of the New York Tariff Reform 
Club, attempted ta deliver a free trade talk 
toanaudionce composed of wage earners, 
nearly all of them at present unemployed, in 
Gloversville, N. T., on Wednesday. . 

Contradictory reports of what occurred 
have been circulated. Gloversville people 
say it was the stormiest meeting in the 
history ofthe town. Mr. Shearman had no 
opportunity to compare it with other meet 
ings there, but is willing to admit that it aid 
not suggest a Y. M. C. A, debating society or 
a session of the Nineteenth Century Club. 

Mr. Shearman returned yesterday and last 
night told his story. Gloversville is a manu- 
facturing town of about 15,000 people, and its 
chief industry is the making of gloves. A 
large proportion of its wage-earners are at 
present out of work and are of the opinion 
thatthe hard times may be traced to recent 
tariff agitation. 

„have given practically the same lec- 
ture, said Mr. Shearman last night, at 
Paterson, Utica, Amsterdam and Cohoes 
and never was mobbed. Frequently I have 
been interrupted by questions and that is 
what I like. I prefer a somewhat hostile 
audience, sothatI can bring them over to 
my side.

vows TOO MANY FOREIGNERS.

MONTREAL, Feb. 10.—The time in which the 
Northwest school ordinance could be disal- 


lowed expired Wednesday, and asthe Gov- 
ernment took no action the ordinance be- 
comes a law, although strongly protested 
against by the Catholics of the territories, 
who claim that it is subversive of their privi- 
leges. It makes the sebamte schools subject 
to the control of a council of public instruc- 
tion the majority of whom are Protestants, 
obliges teachers in them to hold model and 
Normal School diplomas, thereby shutting 
out nuns, and provides for common text 
books and uniform inspection for both classes 
of schools.

SAINT AND SATYR, YET A POET, 


Eccentric Paul Verlaine, Whose Poetry Is 
the Talk of Literary London. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

There can be no doubt about it—M. Paul 
Verlaine isthe most extraordinary person- 
ality in Uteratureto-day. He is alivingem- 
bodiment of the Jekyl and Hyde theory. 
One side of his nature overfiows with religt- 
ous enthusiasm, the other resembles the 


beasts of the fields. 

He spends his days in cafes drinking 
absinthe, and his nights are usually 
spent in debauchery. When he has re- 
aguced himself to a state bordering on 
madness, his friends descend upon him, ana 
he is locked up in a maison de sante. Before 
he is locked ug be writes poetry that would 
make Francois Villon blush; when he gets 
out, andthe effect of his debauchery has 
passed away, he is filled with remorse and 
he writes verses that Thomas a Kemper 
might have penned. I Delleve 
that he is just as sincerely §r- 
ligious when he writes those lines as heis 
sincerely vicious when he writes the othes.

Verlaine has lived the life ofa mendicant in 
the Work-houses of France, and that he has 
served his time in the galleys. Oertainly his 
little prose volumes, ies Hopitaux’’ and 

Mes Prisons,’’ would seem to give color to

WANTED HER RETAINED. 


Librarian Orunden Says an Attendant Is 
Needed to Keep Bums Out of the 
Place—The Library and Reading- Boom 
to Be Closed to Force the City to Take 
Control. 


The headquarters of the st. Louis Public. 
Schools, on Ninth and Locust streets, isa 
magniticent building. Itsentranse is quite 
imposing. The hallsare paved with marble 
tiles. The elevators, skeleton cages, run 
smoothly by electricity, On the fifth floor 
te School Board has its assembly room, 
elegantly finished in fancy wood. Above 
this is a splendid library, carefully tended 
and still above this is the reading-room 
clean and light, wherefone may ,read undis- 
turbed even by a whisper. 

There is just one blot in all this elegance, 
It is on the second floor. The elevators 
never stop here. By courtesy it is called, 
„»The Newspaper Reading Room’’ and under 
other conditions it might be one. Imagine 
a room, say twenty-five feet square, with a 
row of file-holders ranging around the wall 
and a double row inthe center. Imagine a 
motley gang of dirty, uncouth loafers, sitting 
on the heaters, lounging over the files, 
laughing, talking, swearing, spittiag and 
Smelling, and you have a fair 
idea of this reading-room as it 
appeared toa Post-DISPATCH reporter when 


he entered it yesterday afternoon. 

From more than half the holders the papers 
are missing. The few that have Deen left 
are torn and dirty and reek with the filth 
which the last bum who lounged on them 
deposited there. The floor is defaced with 
tobucco and an odor pervades the room 
which is far more suggestive of a 5-cent 
lodging-house than a place where men are 
supposed to use their brains. It would be 
impossible for a decent man to read there 
long, even though he should find the paper 
he was looking for. 

Whenthe weatheris inclement the room 
becomes a refuge for a lot of loafers who stay 
there for the sole purpose of keeping dry and 
warm. Despite the sign, No loafing allowed 
here, which hangs outside the maln en- 
trance, these fellows stand around and hob- 
nob, much to the disgust of the decent peo- 
ple who are constantly going in and out. The 
present state of affairs is hardly one to re- 
flect credit on either the School Board or the 
Board of Managers of the Library. 

AN ATTENDANT,.NEEDED. 

Librarian Frederick M. Crunden says the 
trouble all comes because there is no attend- 
ant for that reading-room. 

It simply comes down to a question of 
whether the managers want to spend $500 or 
$600 a year to keep aman in charge ofthe 
place,“ be went on toexplain. ‘‘*The old 
board has never done it and ina few days 
the new managers will have the opportunity 
to decide the question to suit themselves. it 
is utterly impossible to keep these ople 
from coming there.

EBONY HONOR. 
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Why the Colored Society of Atlanta, Ga., 
Is All Worked Up. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb, 10.—A damage suit 
which will cause a sensation among the 
leading lights of Atlanta’s colored society Is 
that of David T. Green, oneof the most 
prominent negroes in the State, and whois 
the presidingelder ofthe Atlanta district of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He sues S8. H. Robertson, another negro 


prominent in church affairs, for $10,000 
damages. 

In his declaration Green claims that he has 
charge of twenty-one churches located in 
Fulton, Cobb and other counties. Prior to 
taking charge of these churches he had 
chargé of churches in Columbus, Albany, 
Cuthbert and other places in Georgia. At the 
annual conference a large amount of money 
was collected by the Dollar Money Commit- 
tee and was placed in the hands of S. U. 
Robertson aß chairman. Robertson and 
Green occupied the same room. One morn- 
ing an investigation of Robertson’s accounts 
was made and they were found short. 

Green says that Robertson explained his 
shortage ina peculiar way. He told Bishop 
Grant, who has charge of the churches, that 
he and Green slept in the same room, and 
that the petitioner (Green) must have taken 
It from a valise.

Of ali the thousand stage accidents which 
have at onetime or another destroyed the 
efforts of the actors, and, by a dexterous 
turn, Changed tragedy into broad comedy, 
none is perhaps funnier than that described 
by a well known English tragedian whose 
name is famous throughout the world.

Balley is amazing. Then there are letters 
from persons who want to work for the show 
in various capacities. 

A middle-aged man in Peoria, III., Who is a 
United states revenue store-keeper, but who 
expects to lose his job because of the last 
election, and who offers references from a 
United States Senator down to his neighbors, 
suggests that Mr. Bailey give him a job,a 
finely comparisoned horse and a Deautiful 
uniform. 

He wants to ride along at the head of the 
parade and announce the features of the 
show in a loud tone of voice. He wants to be 
dressed up in real military style, and he 
promises to talk clear, distinct English, 
Wen he wasn’t doing this he would be will- 
ing to make himself useful. He also says 
that he is straight as au arrow, weighs 145 
pounds, has a heavy black beard and is noted 
ror his kindliness of heart and his suavity. 

Of all the letters which Mr. Bailey has re- 
ceived, he thinks the proposition contained 
in one from Greencastle, Ind., and which 18 
dated Jan. 2, is the most. remarkable, It 
reads:

On the back ts a rude figure of Jackson 
holding in his lett hand a large and plethoric 
purse, which he defends witha sword im his 
right. Surrounding this device are the words:

on the mule refer to the degree conferred on 
Jackson by Harvard University in 1883.

Another token pictures Jackson sitting ina 
treasure-chest with the same money bag and 
sword in his hands.

And yet here in St. Louls there is a young 
composer known already throughout this 
Country, and even across the water, as a 
genius of wonderful promise, who dares to 
Overturn this tradition. He says that, at 
least with him, it matters not whether he be 
gay or sad, the muse of music comes 
at his bidding, ready to laugh 
or weep. When he is careworn 
and weary he writes light music to cheer 
himself. When in pain he composes soft 
barcarolles which make you dream of sum- 
mer idyls, and when he’s glad, if need be, 
his notes will breathe forth mournfulness. 

Alfred G. Robyn is the name of this rather 
Garing, interesting man. He is full of music 
all the time; every word, every thought 
teems withit. A most entertaining talker, 
he gave to a SUNDAY PostT-DIsPaTCH re- 
porter, the other day, some of his ideas of 


musicalcomposition andthe circumstances 
connected. witha few of his better known 
productions. 

**You know.“ he said, Icannot conceive 
of a composer, really a master of his art, who 
isnot able ata moment’s notice to write any 
kind of music. I believe that the true com- 
poser should have thé power to feel any 
emotion just asthe actor does who makes 
you laugh orcry at will. 

**Here,’’ he said, as he turned to his 
lano, *‘see? I will improvise for you a 
uneral march,’’ and he played some 

Very solemn bass. Now, here is 
A waltz, and changing the spirit and the 
time he rattled off an entirely new compos!- 
tion which madethe newspaper man’s feet 
involuntarily keep time. 

**l know what the critics say,’’ he con- 
tinued, but they only amuse me. They are 
60 very kind and very poetical and so un- 
true.“ And then the composer told a story to 
illustrate his point. 

Some months ago, he went on tosay, he had 
Gelivered himself over to a dentist’s care, 
naturally enough, to have some teeth filled. 
The dentist got his boring instrument and 
began working it into one of the musician’s 
teeth, very much tothe intense pain of the 
latter worthy; so he concluded to just com- 
pose something to Keep his mind off his mis- 
ery. By thetime the dentist had finished 
his patient had thought out a piece which he 
wrote down at home. It pleased him, and he 
sent it among others to various musical pub- 
lications, This is what the cultivated,learned 
critic of the London Music Trade was kind 
enough to say about It: 

It is a dreamy barcarolle, perfect in form 
and color, softly suggestive of floating with 
the tide past pleasant meadows and green 
fower-gemmed flelds, disturbed by nothing 
except it be the soft ripple of the water.’’ 

Now, how can I help laughing at that?“ 
asked Mr. Robyn when he had finished read- 
ing it to the reporter. The critics make 
frightful mistakes sometimes. I saw only 
lately an account ofa musicale in that most 
gesthetic spot on earti—Concord, Mass., 
where a fine performer, just to test the 
highly cultivatea, intellectually musical 
assemblage, played some theme and then 
asked e one to write down the ihsplra- 
tion. A Go you.know that almost every 
person hada different idea onthe subject?“ 

**Won’t you tell the origin of some of your 
Other pieces?’’ the composer was asked. 

Well, let me see,“ he said. ‘*You have 
heard my Manzanilla dance? I composed that 
in rather a pecullar way. One day one of my 
girl pupils came totake her lesson and she 
Was tired. ‘Oh, Mr. Robyn,’ she said, ‘write 
something in my scrap book and let me rest 
to-day.” ‘But what shall I write?’ I asked 
her. she was sittingon the piano stool at 
the time and turning she ran over three or 
four keys with her fingers, ‘Something like 
that,’ she said. The notes struck me some 
way and so I went to work. I had just 
finished the first topic, when I heard, eom- 
ing through my open window, the old 
familiar cadence of the street scavenger, 
Rags, bottles,’ ‘rags, bottles,’ long drawn 
out, as is the custom of the class. There was 
music in those words to me, and I madeit 
the secopd topic. Touching it all witha bit 
of Mexican color, I had the Manzanilla 
dance. 

Does — you hear suggest some 


music to you?’ 

es, no matter what. It is 
the accent, the rhythm. The sound 
of the voice in speaking, the rattling 
ofa railroad train, the puffing ofan engine, 
Blow or fast, all to me bring themes for 
music; for it is In their accent orrhythm that 
the originality of modern music Hes. In 
Olden days the composer left the ‘form’ un- 
changed and varied the notes within the 
‘form’ to obtain new melody. The limit in 
that has been reached. We must now change 
the form, which is nothing more than change 
of accent. 

80 itis that in reading ona railroad 
train I always compose some piece of music. 
The joiting of the wheels along the rails sug- 
gests some new rhythm and with thatasa 
basis I nd an original tune. it is the same 
with the human voice. Suppose you say 
It is a rainy day.’ Do you notice the ac- 
cent? ‘ihere is music in that for me,’’ and 
turning to the piano the composer played an 
improvisation which echoed and re-echoed 
with those five trite words. 

My song Answer, he continued, 
**which is perhaps the best known of my 
light productions, I wrote ona menu card at 
@ restaurant. The words were read to me. 
The accent struck me as pecullar, and I cre. 
ated a new melody right there. I wrote 
*You’ in the same way onthe margin of the 
Denver Tribune. All that I have just said its 
especially true of ballad writing. 

**I often have people ask me whether 

the music for my songs 
write the music to t 
the words. The idea of looking for words to 
fit the music strikes me as ridiculous. Music 
is merely an aid in the interpretation of the 
word justas the picture of the artist more 
clearly expresses the meaning of the word 
painter. One must study the poem, deter- 
mine its meaning and then interpret it by 
means of what might be termed musical elo- 
cution.’’ 

Mr. Robyn is not what would be termed a 
logical man. As he himself admits 
he is a creature of impulse and 

his conversation showed it. He 
often would stop in the midst of a technica! 
discussion of his ert and tell some story or 
explain some almost entirely extraneous 
idea, Just as it flashed across his mind. One 
of his stories was especially good. He was 
in the midst of a dissertation on Wagner and 
his harmonics when suddenly he said: 

Thad suchafunny experience once ina 

little IIlinols town. some good people over 
there had just put in a new organ 
in one the churches and they 
were anxious to have me come over 
and dedicate it. Nothing would do but 
that I must play my ‘Storm at Sea,’ I finally 
consented, and that nightwhen I t 
the village 1 found a lot of horrible Leiche 
posters stuck up everywhere, advising the 
people to go and hear Robyn play ‘The Ter- 
ribie Storm.’ Imagine it! : 

„Nothing daunted, however, I went over

But this fact does not account for its 
century and a quarter of increasing 
ularity. And it is no longer an mi hace 
fashion. Anyone who can afford to have 

wers at all,can have an orchid or two, 
and if one likes flowers merely for thei 
beauty, he need not lack for some of the most 
Splendid members of this family, for the 
common varieties are as handsome as any, 
Perhaps no stronger reason for the long life 
of this fad is at hand than the fact 
that after 125 years of stady, 
the botanists themselves are fain to 
confess that they are just beginning to mas- 
terthe general characteristics of the orchid 
family, and to admit that individual pecu-

Shehas in Prof. Gustav Hambach 
of Washington University,.one of the most 
learned students of tLe science, and in the 
green-houses of a well-known business 
man one of the largest, if not the

and abroad,declares that he knows no larger 
collection than that now referred to. Prof. 
Hambach, a close friend of the orchid-collec- 
tor, is believed to have been the first man, in 
America at least, to have developed orchids 
without the aid ofa green-house; and Mr. 
Daniel S. Brown of Spring Park, Mo., is 
credited with the possession of an array of 
orchids that drew connoisseurs to St. Louis 
after they had seen at the World's Fair all 
that the importers and growers had to offer. 
Prof. Hambach’s fame has not been carried 
abroad because of his modest neglect to put 
the result of his experiments on record; but 
Mr. Brown’s mere purchases have found him 
both friends and acquaintances in Europe. 
ORCHIDS FROM THM ANTIPODES. 

Though stilla young man Mr. Brown has 
been an orchid collector for so long that he 
cannot remember his beginning. He was for 
years before he began witn orchids an en- 
thusiaston palms and ferns, and now his 
possessions in this line surpassin their way 
bis treasures in orchids, for he owns nearly 
every variety of palm onthe round earth that 
can be kept alive in this latitude. And hav- 
in reached practical limitations in the mat- 
ter of palms, Mr. Brown gave the 
attention of his leisure hours almost twenty 
years ago to orchid culture. He is a per- 
severing man, and now owns not only 
3,000 individual plants, including more than 
500 distinct varieties, but also about all the 
orchid literature that has ever been printed. 
In his green-houses at Spring Park are 
orchids from East India and the Amazon 
Valley, from Costa Rica and South Africa, 
from the South Sea Isles and from as far up 
inthe north temperate zone as the sixty- 
eighth parallel, from Australia, Florida and 
Mexico. Almost dally he receives from some 
commercial collectorin New York, London, 
Paris er Viennaa circular inviting his atten- 
tion to the latest discovery inthe jungles of 
India, or asking whether he can spare 
an infant bulb from this or that choice 
specis imported last year; andduring the 
past week he was visited by an agent from 
London whohad journeyedthus far from 
New York merely to pay his respectsto Mr, 
Brown’s collection and toascertain what 
sales, purchasesor exchanges he could ef- 
fect. For, be it known. that while Mr. 
Brown is in no senseinthe business of sell- 
ing his pets, the collectors, quick to recog- 
nize a new orarare individvual even in this 
numerous family, are persistent bargain 
drivers when once thelr attention is riveted 
on a plant they want.

By the provisions of the Wilson Dill the in- 


bacco Co., better known as the Cigarette 
Trust, has had a powerful lobby at work in 
Washington to Oght against the adoption of 
this provision of the bill. On the face of it it 
appears that the Democratic party, as rep- 
resented by Mr. Wilson and his associates, 
has aimed a powerful blow at ° 
* 9 N the schoolboys 
In the otherend of the bill, however, the 
duty on imported cigarettes is placed at $3 a 
pound and 2% per cent ad valorem. In the 
McKinley bill the Guty was $4.50, but in the 
old war tariff the duty was down to $2.50. At 
$3 and 25 per cent ad valorem the trust is still 
pretty well protected. Its lobby in Washing- 
ton, which is second in size and boodle only 
to that of the Sugar Trust, is not conoerning 
itself with the proposed tariff on cfgarettes, 
but is very busy in bringing its pecullar argu- 
ments to bear against the increased revenue 
tax. 
If cigarettes are taxed 61.80 per 1,000, in. 
stead of 50 cents as at present, it means that 
every package of ten cigarettes will cost 
somebody 1 cent more than it does to-day. 
Who isto pay this tax of 1 cent—the trust, 
the dealer or the consumer? In view of the 
fact that about 8,000,000,000 of cigarettes are 
smoked in this country every year, or at the 
rate of fifty to every man, woman and child 
in the United States, the question becomes 
one of great interest. 

WHO WILL PAY THE EXTRA CENT? 

W. H. Butler, Secretary of the American 
Tobacco Co., told the New York correspond- 
ent of the SUNDAY Post-DisPatcu that, if the 
revenue tax were increased, the retail prices 
of cigarettes would be increased correspond - 
ingly. 

A package of ten that sell for 5 cents now, 
will be sold for s cents,“ said he. 4 pack- 
age of twenty cigarettes that sells for 10 
cents will be sold for 12, and a package of 
twenty that sells for 15 cents will cost about 
20 cents, | suppose. The tax will not fall 
upon us.’’ 

nen Mr. Butler made this statement he 
added thatthe matter wasoneto which his 
company had paid very little attention, and 
in various other ways he tried to give the 
Impression that the subject was one in which 
the cigarette trust had really no interest at 
all. It is a fact, however, that the trust is 
terribly wrought up over the proposed in- 
crease in the tax. 

It is the hardest blow they have sus- 
tained yet,’’ said a well-informed tobacco 
man. They may talk about making the 
consumer pay the tax, but I don’t believe 
they can doit. They will have to stand it 
themselves. Take, for instance, the Sweet 
Caporal cigarettes, which sell for 5 cents, 
ten in a package. This goes tothe dealer at 
$3.80 per thousand, Each package costs tke 
dealer 38-10 cents, and his profit is a little 
over lcent. Of course, he canpot afford to 
pay this extra tax, but the statement that 
the package is to be sold for 6 cents is absurd 
on its face, 

‘*people won't pay 6 cents for a package of 
cigarettes. They will pay 5orthey will pay 
10, because they have been accustomed to 
those figures, and it’s ‘easy change’ to 
make; but no one is going to buy a 6-cent or 
a 12-cent package of cigarettes when he can 
get one that looks just like these for the old 
price, ö cents or 10 cents. And there will be 
plenty of cigarettes on the market at the old 
price. The trust will have to meet it, 

he Richmond Straight-Cut cigarettes are 
sold tothe dealer at $6.50 a thousand. The 
dealer sells ten for 10 cents and twenty for 15 
cents. His margin of profitis very good—8z 
cents on the small packages—and the trust 
Will probably make him pay the extra tax 
of lcent on this class of goods. But he can- 
not afford to sell the double packages at the 
present rate, and the trust will simply stop 
packing Ricumond Straight-Cuts in boxes of 
twenty. 

A HOWL FROM OLD VIRGIXNY. 

A paper cigarette isa little thingin itself, 
but the industry isa mammoth one in Vir- 
ginia, where most of the tobacco made up 
into American cigarettes is ralsed. The in- 
crease in the tax has stirred up the people of 
that State; not only those who actually han- 


dle the tobacco, but their friends, and also 
the newspapers of thatsection. Here isa 
strong argument from the standpoint ofthe 
cigarette itself: 

‘-The present rate Is 50 cents on 1.000. The 
Wilson bili raises it to $1.50; that is, ittriples 
the tax at one stroke. It any New England 
interest should be assalied in this manner we 
should hear a howllongandioud. Shall we 
be silent while we are being subjected to 
such injustice? We say no. It is our priv- 
lege and our duty to protest against such an 
unconsctovable increase, and we ought to 
try and make ourselves heard. 

Not since pens and inks were invented 
has more housense been written on any sub- 
jectthanon the so-called ‘cigarette evil.“ 
Whatever ill betides a boy nowadays Is al- 
most unfallingly attributed to cigarette 
smoking. We shall not undertake to deny 
that boys who carry cigarette smoking to 
excess injure their heaith—and 80 do the

A CONQUEROR, HT A CRIMINAL. 


Pizarro, Peru’s Fanous Invader, Was a 
Bloodthisty Brute. 

News of a startlingcharacter has reached 
the Bureau of Etmology respecting the 
recent disentombmert of the mummy of the 
conquerer, Pizarro, in Peru. The corpse 
exhibits certain abhormalities which are 
extremely pologits.) Th the point of view 


of anthropologists. The skull reveals 
all the marks of jhe criminal type as 


recognized by science to-day. As shown by 
it, the military hero so worshiped and re- 
vered even now in south America, was a 
murderous and bloodthirsty brute. The 
cranium has even the so-called fossa of 
Lombvroso,’’ which modern criminologists 


} have never discevered except in confirmed 


and habitual enemies of society. 

These facts, ¢xtraordinary as they may 
seem at first, wil afford no surprise to per 
sone familiar wih the bloody career of the 
indomitable invider and explorer. The con- 
quest of Peru wis most bloody, and some of 
the leading acts n the shifting scenes are seen 
through the mis; of years as base treachery 
and horrible atwcity. He was the founder 
Lima, the City d the Kings. A stripling in 
sunny Seville wien Columbus returned from 
the most momertous voyage the world has 
ever known, his life was molded by the in- 
spiration of conquest. He rose above all ob- 
stacles by indivilual prowess, 

Pizarro acconpanied Balboa to Darien, 
and thus contritnted to the discovery of the 
Pacific. In 1622 lis dream of conquest in the 
half-fabulous E Dorado among the Andes 
took shape; but t was not until 1527 that he 
saw the shores o Peru, and five years more 
passea before heactually entered the land of 
the Incas. 

At bis death his body was shamefully mut!l- 
lated, Ecclesiastical authorities took charge 
ofthe corpse; aad the coffin inclosing it, 
identified by siccesstve generations of 
church officers, has been carefully guarded 
as one of the most precious possessions in the 
Cathedral of Lima, Thus its traditional his- 
tory is complete. 

The 850th anniversary of Pizarro’s death 
was recently celebrated at Lima. Under 
joint action by the municipaland ecclesias- 
tical authorities, a critical examination of 
the mummified body was undertaken. One ob- 
ject in view was tose: all possible doubt at 
restas to the identity of the remains, the 
other was to subject them to anthropumetric 
examination. 

The results obtained were astonishing. It 
was found that the shape of the lower jaw, 
the conformation of the crantam, the pres- 
ence of the fossa of Lombrosoand many 
other pecullarities gave the skulla marked 
likeness in all important respects 
to that of the typical criminal

ofto-day. The lower jaw isa striking feat- 
ure, projecting far beyond the upper. It in- 
dicates the indomitable will power and 
brute-like character of the man. 

The coffin revealed a body almost com- 
pletely mummified, It was partly covered by 
remnants of clothing, probably a short cas- 
sock of black silk,a linen shirt — em- 
broidered, etc. The cadaver was completely 
desiccated and of a light brown color similar 
to that of ordinary Peruvian mummies, 

The skin was whole and intact over a great. 
part.of the trunk, though destroyed in some 
places by insects. It was found desirable to 
cut off the head. The face was almost en- 
tirely bare ot flesh. It is evident that the 
skin and flesh of the head suffered from 
wounds and contusions, which hastened de- 
cay in those places. 

The left eye socket was empty, but the 
right one contained the eye, dried and 
reduced to very small size. It was no-

INSTEAD OF LOBBYISTS THERE ARE 
NOW “RETAINED” STATESMEN, 


The Trust’s Campaign Contributions—The 
Committee on Ways and Means Easily 
Manipulated—The House in No Mood 
to Coddle the Great Monopoly—The 
Advent of Croker. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 10.—The Sugar 
Trust operators do not proposeto abandon 
their effort to restore the duty on refined 
sugar. Ofcourse the raw product would also 
be taxed and thusthe recent attack on the 
great monopoly by the House would have 
deen in vain. 

fhe story of the operations in the House of 
the friends of the trust presents a curious in- 
cident in legislation and its history is 
told for the first time. During the last 
Congress the Committee on Ways and 
Means was apparently under the 
influence of the trust. A brilliant 
member quietly storea the committee in be- 
half of the trust managers. There was no 
legislation that was hostile tothe trust, The 
lobby which the trust originally employed in 
Washington was not on hand. The old- 
fashioned methods of lobbyists buttonholing 
members and whispering into willing ears 
their generally nefaiious propositions are 
rarely any longer employed by schemers who 
understand the changed times. The New 
York Bridge measure, itis true, was backed 
by a lobby, which did its work so clumsily as 
to give itself away to every observer about 
the Capitol, 


THE OLD-TIME LOBBYIST SUPPLANTED. 

The old-time lobbyist is supplanted by the 
‘*retained’’ Senator or Representative or 
even more exalted officials, who put in their 
work through conversations with associates 
in committee-rooms and private parlors. 
The Sugar Trust has selected certain influen- 
tial Senators and Representatives to guard 
its interests. It has known no politics, nor 
has it displayed bias toward one or the other 
of the great parties. The policy has been 
that ofcold, hard, practical business, and 
scruples which in private life sway hon- 
orable men have been, as it were, tossed 
into the waste basket by the sharp manipu- 
lators. 

HEAVY CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The trust. in the pursuance of its tortuous 
policy, has given large sums of money to 
campaign funds. The most important of its 
contri butions was before the last presiden- 
tial election. A deal had been made with 
Richard Croker whereby the influence of the 
Tammany boss was secured in behalf cf the 
trust, and during the latter part of the cam- 
paign whenthe success of the Democratic 
ticket appeared tolerably sure, a heavy con- 
tribution was made to the Na- 
tional Committee. Had Republican suc- 
cess seemed imminent they would 
have showered wealth into the coffers 
ofthat party. One of the influential Sen- 
ators of that party was and is in the service 
ofthe trust, and no doubt he secured asa 
campaign gift a substantial one, but the 
other side got a great sum, which, of course, 
was contributed by the entirely unsenti- 
mental sugar men with the expectation of 
receiving quid pro quo. The story of the 
great contribution was, of course, known to 
some ofthe prominent members of the suc- 
cessful party,and it is only describing human 
nature to say that they were grateful, 

AN EASY COMMITTEE. 

When the sugar duties were reached in the 
Committee on Ways and Means there was 
but little discussion. The members looked 
at one another inquiringly, and, excepting 
the brilliant member from New York pre- 
viously referred to, there appeared to be 
not much argument. The aforesaid brilliant 
advocate of the sugar interest talked with 
customary volubility. He presented the ar- 


gument of the Sugar men, based on alleged 
accurate statistics regarding the bounty sys- 
tem of Germany, which was incorporated in 
the bill. The committee fixed a duty on sugar 
apparently asa matter of coarse, andthen 
the next subject was taken up. Never was 
then there a better greased section of a 
tariff bill slipped througu a committee. 


BEFORE THE HOUSE. 

When the bill was laia before the House 
and discussed in the Committee of the 
Whole, the sugar people were a little 
anxious, but, like wise men, silent. They 


had rendered their aid to the party; they 
were well aware that a great power in the 
Government was a friend of sugar, with 
a friendship that was based on the profits of 
the trust certificates; they knew that an 
active, indefatigable member of the Cabinet 
was practically oneof the trust, so far as 
his individual interests and those of his bus!- 
ness and personal associates were concerned, 
and that he was as much ofa worker in one 
sense as any of the retained statesmen of the 
Senate or House. Hence the general confi- 
dence ofthetrust people. The catastrophe 
which overtook the committee measure re 
garding sugar is now familiar history. 
FOLLOWED THEIR LEADER. 

The House wasin no mood to coddle the 
great monbpoly. It was inimical to the ac- 
tion of Chairman Wilson and those who 
wishedto comply withthe demands of the 
trust. These memDers only wanted a leader 
with the nerveto take the initiative, and 
they flocked after the flery bearded, can- 
tankerous and independent member from 
New York City, who moved an amendment 
removing all protectionfrom raw aud re- 
fined sugar. Lixea flock of sheep the repre- 
sentatives who yearned to hit the sugar 
monopoly followed their leader, and almost 
before the friends of tue trust had time to 
realize what was going on sugar was on 
the free list, sans bounty, sans duty 
and sang everything but its strict commer- 
cial value. Iden the trust understood that 
its prestige had received a blow; that its 
present of money in presidential campaign 
days had proved a delusion sofar as antici- 
pated results were concered and there was 
sharp work necessary to save its bacon, 0 
tospeak. Therefore the machinery of the 
trust was speedily set in motian. The re- 
tainers included among the House members 
hustied about with activity. The Cabinet 
member -with sugar proclivities hustied 
himself with familiar energy and there was 
a vast display of indignationon the part of 
the monopolists over the untoward ahd dis- 
appolnting revolt among the Representa- 
tives. 

THE ADVENT OF CROKER. 

The most sensationalevent that occurred 
was the advent of Croker, The papers con- 
tained full reports about the arrival and the 
conduct of Tammany’s master on thig occa- 
sion.It was given out that his visit was mainiy 
in opposition to the income tax; this line of 
suspicion and assertion was fos syste- 
matically, and while the boss went oe 
the formula of denying ¢@ hing 
secretly encouraged the reports. actual 
pur pose of visit was more in the interest 
of the trust. He was carrying out his share 
of a previous bar He welcomed by 
the retainers of the trust ver in- 
fluence he was to 
the House to refuse to sustain the vote 
Committee of the oom, oes to restore 
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Republicans in favor of the sugar duty. He 


‘had his lips near the ears of half the minor- 


ity. Joe Cannon was active against the 


duty, and as every one knows here the long- 


legygea member from Illinois is no child in 
steering votes. He offsets much of Deacon 
White’s work, and the latter’s mission was a 
futileone. There was a more distinguished 
friend of sugar whoregretted the knocking 


high dignitary of the House, a very high one 
with customary shrewdness, judgment and 
diplomacy, aid something for the monopoly. 

Do you know that the sugar people sub- 
scribed very itberally to the party during tne 
presidential campaign?’’ he would delicately 
intimate to members who were lending 
themselves to the anti-monopoly heresy. 
Some knew of the contribution, others did 
not, but there was by no means a satisfac- 
tory display of gratitude, and the courteous 
high official remarked toa certain member 
that things looked bad for a restoration of 
the duty. The efforts of the sugar man in 
the Cabinet likewlse appeared to de fruit- 
less. Nothing, in fact, could stem the tide 
of opposition. 

There were some less distinguished agents 
of sugar working for theduty. Henry Reed 
of the Boston Refinery of Nash & Spaulding, 
the largest in New England, although notin 
the trust with similar interests, was on deck 
doing what he could. The beet sugar agent 
likewise tried to earn his salary. In the face 
ot all this powerful ald, the trust was de- 
feated in the vote of the House when the Dill 
came from the committee of the whole. The 
scene of the trust activity is now transferred 
to the Senate wing of the Capitol, but that is 
another story, to be told in detall later.

He cancelied all his Washington engage- 
ments and came to New York on Thursday. 
He registered at the Windsor Hotel and then 
went directly to the Salvation Army head- 
quarters in Read street, where he had a long 
talk with Mr. and Mrs. Ballington Booth. 
As he desired to attenda meeting Thursday 
might he wastakento the army citadel on 
Fourth avenue, opposite Kighth street, 
Where Capt. Watkins is in charge. The two 
met again, and near the end of the meeting 
the Prince came forward and consecrated 
himself tothe army. Early yesterday morn- 
ing Prince Galitzin went to headquarters 
and became a member of the auxiliary, which 
istantamountto joiningthe army without 
taking up the uniform. He told Commander 
Booth he was going to stay with the army for 
life, and had in prospectthe opening of 
Salvation work in Russia and Siberia. 


Over this district Commander Booth has 
no jurisdiction, andso he bade the Prince 
see his father, the General, in London. The 
Prince accordingly set aside all his plans for

AMONG SIBERIAN PRISONERS. 

elt is my purpose, said the Prince 
Wednesday last, to return to Russia, ana 
after publishing the notes of my journey to 
the Pamir, to devote my time to ameliorating 
the condition of prisoners in Siberia. 
There is in this country a deal 
of misrpprehension in regard to their 
condition. The main cause of trouble is that 
the governors of prisons have absolute au- 
thority over their prisoners and are prac- 


tically without supervision. If he is brutal 
they suffer the consequences of his 
brutality. I have already § traveled 
considerably in Siberia ana among the 
risons. I found one prison which had no 


, governor atall, but was entirely managed by 


e prisoners themselves. The prisoners at- 
tended to everything and conducted the pris- 
on to their own satisfaction. They were 
held responsible for the good conduct of the 

n and the safe-keeping of their own 
members. If one attempted to escape he 
was immediately hunted down dy 
his fellow prisoners and brought 
back to captivity and severely punished, 
Decause ofthe fact that the liberties of the 
others were put in jeopardy by the escape of 
one. Prisoners who seek to escape from Si- 
beria travel tothe west. Asa rule they have 
little difficulty in making thei: escape for 
several reasons. The main one is 
that nearly all Siberian families in 

circumstances have two houses, a sum- 
mer house in the country and a winter house 
intown. In these summer houses they al- 
Ways leave food, fuel and clothing, The 
Government has tried to stop this, Dut with- 
out success, forthe house owners know that 
ifthey leave their houses without food and 
the necessities of life escaping convicts 
will burn them down. 

It should be remembered that many 
Classes of prisoners are sent to Siberia. The 
siberians know how to treat them and will 
shoot down a convict for offenses against 
the person as quickly as negroes in 
the South are iyncned for certain crimes. 
In the neighborhood of Viadivostok, the 
Pacific port of Siberia, there are many colon- 
ists from the south of Russia who have of 
late years suffered severely at the hands of 
convict marauders, for the reason that they 
bars not learned to treat them with severity 
as is done in other parts of Siberia :

self by Defending Fr. Corbett. 


ARCHBISHOP KAIN REFUSES AN OPIN- 
ION, BECAUSE HE MAY HAVE TO ACT.

Quotations of Ognon Law Which Are 
Being Made to Sustain the Assertion 
That Fra. Phelan and Corbett Have 
Ex-Communicated Themselves’ in 
Bringing Bishop Bonacum Into Court. 


The prosecution of Bishop Bonacum in the 
courts of Lincoln, Neb., by Rev. Fr. Corbett 
of Palmyra, Neb., has been the one topic of 
conversation among the Catholic clergy of 
St. Louis for the past week. True to the 
traditions and the exclusiveness of their 
order, in the arbitrament of disputes and 
quarreis, they look askance at the relief 
which Fr. Corbett has sought in the 
secular tribunals. But the main reason 
why the clergy have watched 
the Corbett Bonacum proceedings with 
unflagging interest is the part which Rev. 
D. S. Phelan, editor of the Western Watchman, 
this city, and pastor of the Church of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel, has played in the 
trial, His enemies have made much capital 
of his violent denunctation of Bishop Bona- 
cum in the court-room, and of his repeated 
impeachment of the prelate’s veracity. 
The talk has been for several days 
that Fr. Phelan as well as Fr. Corbett 
has suspended and excommunicated himself 
by his appearance at the trial, and by his 
es pousal of Fr. Corbett’s cause. The books 
on canon law have been searched for eccle- 
siastical statutes or decretals bearing on the 
case, or for precedents, because the records 
ofthechurch are so ancient and diverse 
that no conceivable ecclesiastical tangle or 
imoroglio would be strange or unique in the 
light of their storied pages. 

THE CANON LAW. 

As a result of the search, the persons 
anxious to forecast the ultimate result of the 
Lincoln happenings have fixed upon the 
eighty-fourth paragraph of the decretals of 
the Third Plenary Councilof Baltimore as 
conclusive. The decretals are! in Latin, and 
the paragraph referred to says, by way of 
preamble, that ‘‘as grave scandal may often 
arise among the faithful, and it may be un- 
seemly to ecclesiastical order when church- 
men are brought before the civil 
exhort our priests 
not to summon anyone to law when a dis- 
pute arises over temporal matters with a 
secular person. The paragraph goes fur- 
ther and says: We absolutely forbid them 
(our priests) to take action in a civil court 
against a layman about money, the location 


of churches or any other matter pertaining 
to the church, unless the written permission 
ofthe bishop has been obtained. Further- 
more, to preserve ecclesiastical immunity as 
much as possible among ourselves, we dis- 
tinctly forbid the same persons to bring suit 
against a priest as a cleric before a civil 
judge, even about temporal affairs, with - 
out the express written permission of the 
bishop, whose duty it shall beto settle the 
dispute as far as possible in anamicable way, 


In all cases of this kind, the issue being re- 


ferred to consultors and advisers.’’ 

The passage which in the opinion of Fr. 
Phelan’s critics touches his case and that of 
Fr. Corbettisthe conclusion of the afore- 
mentioned decretals of the Third Plenary 
Council, It reads as follows: 

But in matters ecclesiastical, the settle - 
ment belongs tothe ecclesiastical jurisdiction 
alone, on account of the divine constitution 
ofthe church, Infine, let all be mindful of 
the excommunication reserved in a spe- 
clal manner for the Roman Pontiff, which 
they, by the very act (ipso facto), incur who 
obstruct, either directly or indirectly, the 
exercise of ecclesiastical jurisdiction either 
ot an internal or external court (1. e. pri- 
vately or publicly) and who for this purpose 
have recourse to a secular tribunal, and seek 
and publish its deerees, or who give help, 


counsel or favor.“ 

Yhe words of the  decretals above 
cited from the phrase, who ob- 
struct, either directly or indirectly,’’ 
to the end, are quoted fromthe constitution 
of Pope Pius IX, called **Apostolical Sedis,’’ 
art. 1, note 6. promulgated Oct. 12, 1869. The 
factthat these words were uttered by the 
Pope and were only repeated by the bishops 
of the United States assembled in couneil, is 
represented as adding tothe seriousness of 
the priestiv offense, alleged to have been 
committed by Frs. Corbett and Phelan. kx- 
communications are of various sorts 
and grades, but the one which is the 
penalty for a civil proceeding by a priest 
againstacteric of any grade on a religious 
Issue, is said to be extreme in its nature, for 
it descends upon the offender by his own 
act, and without a formal proclamation. 
Moreover it cannot be removed except by the 
Pope himself. 

ARCHBISHOP KAI INTERVIEWED.

Archbishop Kain atthe episcopal residence,

Eminent Jurists Who Constitute the 
Federal Supreme Court. 


NEW YORK HAS FURNISHED MOST MEM- 
BERS OF THE TRIBUNAL. 


Should Peckham Fe Confirmed He Will 
Ee the Sixth Justice Taken From That 
State—Something of the History and 
Characteristics of the Court—Its Pres. 
ent Members. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—If Judge 
Wheeler H. Peckham of New York is con- 
firmed by the Senate as Associate Justice he 
will be the sixth New Yorker to occupy à seat 
on the Supreme Bench of the United States 
and will succeed Justice Blatchford, who 
was appointed from that state in 
1882 and died in 1893. The Juaiciary 
Committee of the Senate has had his nomina- 
tion under consideration for nearly three 
weeks. It may be acted upon to-morrow. 

This court of last resort for litigants now 
consists of nine Justices. It never consisted 
of less than six members. The Justices are 
entitled to full pay and retirement after 
reaching the age of 70 and serving ten years. 

Probably few persons outside the legal 
fraternity could, offhand, name the eminent 
gentlemen who now have seats on the Su- 
preme Bench. Here is the list, giving ages 
date ofappointment, andthe State of which 
they are or were residents when nominated:

Melville W. Fuller is Chief Justice. His 
salary is $10,500, while that of the Associate 
Justices is $10,000 each. As will be seen, most 
ofthe members of the Supreme Court are 
well along in years. Should Judge Peckham, 
who 1s 54, be confirmed, he will be the young: 
est jurist ofthe nine. 

Chief Justice Fuller is only the seventh in 
the line of Presiding Justices. Marshall 


and Taney cover the entire period from the 
removal of the seat of Government to Wash- 
ington, in 1800, down to the middle ofthe 
civil war. 

Out of fifty-two Justices who up to this 
time have served on the Supreme bench, 
thirty-two, including four of the present 
members, served ten years or more, sixteen 
twenty year or more, and on March 10 next 
Justice Field will make the seventh Justice 
with thirty years or more Of continuous ser- 
vice to his credit, 

Chief Justice Marshall was thirty-four 
years on the bench. Justices Story and 
Wayne thirty-three years, McLean thirty- 
one years and William Johnson thirty years. 
Of this list of seven, all save the last two are 
eonceded to have greatly contributed to the 
high reputation the court enjoys. Chief 
Justice Marshall, sometimes called the Ex- 
pounder of the Constitution, was fifteen 
years on the bench before he began that 
course of opinions which established his 
great constitutional reputation. 

‘ihe list of Justices serving less than thirty 
years includes Chief Justice Taney and Jus- 
tices Catronand Miller, twenty-elght years 
each— all Justices of concedediy high abili- 
ties and great services; Nelson, another great 
Justice, twenty-seVen years; buvai, Grier, 
and Clitford, each twenty-three years; Brad. 
ley, twenty-two years; Cushing, twenty-ons 
years, and Thompson, twenty years. 

Justice Swayne was onthe bench nineteen 
years, Todd and Daniel each eighteen years, 
Livingston sixteen years, Chase fifteen 
years, Chief Justice Waite and Justices Mc- 
Kinley, Baldwin and Davis each fourteen 
years, Patterson thirteen years, and Strong 
and Hunteach ten yearg. she suortest pe- 
riod of service was rendered by Thomas 
Johnson of Maryland, who served only a year 
and a halfand resigned to become Chancel- 
lor of his state. which would certainly not be 
thought a promotionin these days. Robert 
Trimble of Kentucky, who gave considerabie 
promise, comes next with two years and 
three months’ service. 

if Virginia may be called the Mother of 
Presidents, New York is entitled to the desig. 
nation for Supreme Court Justices. Ihe Em- 
pire State has furnished six of them, begin- 
ning with First Chief Justice Johu Jay and 
running down through brockhoist Living- 
ston, Smith Thompson, Samuel Nelson and 
Ward Hunt to Samuel Blatchford. ‘Three 
other States follow close on New York’s heels 
with five members each. Virginia is one or 
the three, but apparently reached the zenith 
of her national renown in the early days of 
the Republic, lor the last of her five Justices 
was Peter V. Danie), appointed by President 
Van Buren. Ohio in the Supreme Court has 
kept up her ofice-holding reputation. Tue 
Buckeye State furnished two Chiefs, 
Chase and Walte, and three Associate Jus 
tices, ».cLean, Noah Swayne and stanley 
Matthews. Pennsylvania likewise has sent 
five of her legal luminaries to the court, of 
“whom one served inthe court as originaliy 
organized, namely, James Wilson, whose 
work in the Constitutional Convention is 
Steadily growing in esteem. The other four 
include Heury Baldwin, Robert Grier, Will- 
lam Strong and present Justice Shiras. 

Maryland and Massachusetts have a quota 
of four each; Kentucky, three; lilinois, North 
Carolina, New Jersey, Georgia and Alabama, 
twoeach, and one came from each of the 
States of South Carolina, Connecticut, Ten- 
nessee, Maine, Iowa, Cailfornia, Mississippi, 
Kansas and Michigan. Of the thirteen 
Original States, Delaware, New Hampshire 
and Rhode island are unrepresented on the 
roll, though their sons, alter emigrating to 
other States, have been chosen. 

In the days of Chief Justice Marshall, it was 
not uncommon fora man who would now be 
called a young man to be made a justice, of 
the court. Perhaps the experience in the 
case Of Marshall, who was only 44 when 
made chief justice, may have had something 
to do With it. At any rate, since war times 
Justice Harlan is the only instance of the ap- 
pointment ofa man under 50. ‘The average 
age of Justices has increased, and there have 
been five members of the court familiar to 
the generation about to go out who are over 
60, an age which caused John Ser- 
geant and Horace Binger. two of 
the leaders of the bar of their 
time, to decline the office in 1844 on the 
ground that they were grown too old, Jus- 
tice “tory was only 82 years old when ap- 
pointed, Willlam Johnson only one year his 
senior, Bushrod Washington 36 and Iredell 
sy. Justices Todd, Curtis and Campbell were 
each ouly 42, Chief Justices Marshall and 
Jay and Justice McLean 44 years each, Jus- 
tice Wayne 45, and there are several others 
not named in this list under that age at the 
time of their appointment. The list of

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Chief Justices Taney, Chase and Waite an

Of the members at present on the bench 
Justice Harlan is a conspicuous example of 
growth in ability and power of a young man 
not specially distinguished by legal learning 
at the time of his elevation. Lawyers prac- 
ticing before the courts predict that Justices 
Brewerand Brown will progress in public 
estimation until they are thought worthy 
successors of the best of those who have

THE SCCIETY OF PEDAGOGY. 


Review of the Work in Hand in the St. 
Louis Organization. 


A teacher, writing oithe St. Louis Society 
of Pedagogy, has thisto say of the work now 
in progress: 

The reorganization of this society has 
deen followed by a revival in educational 
work throughout our yubdlic schools unprece- 
dented in the history ef our school system, 

The section in Psychology, led by E. H. 
Long, hasan attendaice much larger than 
is usually accorded toso abstruse a subject, 
and the treatment of the subject has been 


eminently instructiveand liberalizing in its 
tendency. 

The section in Pedagogy, led by F. E. Cook, 
manifests an interest, as evinced by the 
large number of members delonging to it, 
far in excess of anything expected. This is 
due largely to the clear and popular exposi- 
tion given by the leader of this section de- 
voted tothe theory of edu¢ation. 

The section In Ethics,Wm.M. Bryant, lead- 
oer, is constantly growing in interest and num- 
bers, and the history of ethical theories has 
proved both stimulating to thought and pro- 
ine in discussion. The fundamental con- 
cepts which underlie society and determine 
human action are the features of the work 
in this section. 

The section in History is attended by those 
largely interested in general culture outside 
the fleld of historical inguiry. The handling 
of the subject by Geo. E. Seymour is along 
the lines of cause and effect, dwelling on 
matters of detail only 80 far as needed to 
disclose the springs of political and religious 
action, thus leading 


man development. 

Ine section in Art,“ led by Miss A. C. 
Fruchte, is made popular by attempting to 
illustrate the text by the use of pictures, 
thus giving a panoramic view of the progress 
of thought in this department of intellectual 
effort. 

The section in Literature, led by F. L. 
Soldan, has attracted many by the popular 
exposition of the growthof English litera- 
ture as found in the great masters. 

Under the leadership of George W. Krall 
the section in Natural Science’’ is doing 
work in which is specially emphasized the 
scientific method, and looks tothe clarifying 
of principles through carefully chosen exper- 
iments. 

The section in Kindergarten Work and 
Observation of Child Life, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Mary C. Mc@ulloch, is occupied 
by themes appropriate to that department. 

These meetings are held in the new High 
School building on Grand and Finney ave- 
nues, and are open tothe general public. All 
the sections are held onthe first and third 
Saturdays in each month between the hours 
of 9and 12 o’clock. Nosuch awakening of 
thought along so many lines of invest!gation 
was expected. But the people of the city and 
vicinity are contributing to the success of 
this great enterprise bj their intelligent ap- 
preciation of the work done in the several 
sections. 


MAWHIRTER’S INSURANCES 


The Case Finally Settled in Favor of the 
Plaintiff. 


B. McWhirter, in her suit against the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Co., was 
awarded a verdict of $15,900, the amount of 
insurance carried by her husband. 

A year ago last August McWhirter, a prom- 


inent lawyer of Fresno, it was represented, 
was called to his backyard at 3 o’ciock in the 
morning and shot and Killed. He held poll- 
cles in four companies aggregating 860,000. 
Allthe companies except the Cornecticnt 
Mutual Life paid their share. The latter 
claimed that McWhirter committed : suicide 
and refused to pay. 

The death of McWhirter created a great 
sensation all over California. He was a 
prominent Democrat and was engaged in a 
very bitter local political nght at the time of 
his death. It was asserted by McWhirter’s 
friends that he had been murdered because 
of politics, and the bitter feeling between the 
two factions of the Democratic party in 
Fresno was intensified. 

Some time after McWhirter’s death Richard 
Heath, asonof Gen. Heath, one of the best 
known men in the State, was arrested, 
charged with the murder. ‘The evidence 
against him was purely circumstantial and 
after a trial lasting many Weeks and provok- 
ing numberless feuds, the jury disagreed and 
Heath was released on $75,000 bail. His sec- 
ond trial is set for Feb. 14, but the case will 
probably be delayed, owing to an appeal to 
the Supreme Court for a Change of venue. 

Heath was vitally interested inthe out- 
come of the suit against the insurance com- 
pany, as his defense was that McWhirter 
committed suicide. Some testimony used in 
the Heath trial was used in the suit against 
the insurance company. 


Dog Meat in Saxony. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 10.—An interest- 
ing report detailing the meat diet of the 
poorer classes in Saxony has been sent to the 


State Department by Jas. Smith, commercial 
ugentat Mayence: 

With regard to the dlet of the poorer 
classes of Pinciot’ it is noteworthy that ac- 
cording toPfMicial publications now at hand, 
4,277 horses were slaughtered in saxony last 
year, that is 352 more than in 1991. Of dogs, 
according to official statements, there were 
422 butchered. This, however, apparently 
means only the number of those killed in 
slaughter-houses, for the number of dogs 
actually slaughtered must be considerably 
larger, when there is such a comparatively 
large consumption of dog nesh by the poorer 
classes of the people. Even cat flesh ta not 
disdained by many persons, ana badgers, 
foxes, sparrows and crows aro eaten.

Most of 
those who wield the penare asetof young 
and ignorant irresponsibles without taste 
or judgment. They have hitherto lived in 
obscurity inthe provinces, ‘and coming to 
Berlin, steep their weapon deep in gall inthe 
hope of obtaining tame. They damn the 
work of the manager, and it is rarely that, as 
as inthe case of the Adolf Ernst Theater, a 
plece has achance of ripening into golden 
fruit. 

French plays bave little or no chance, 
though they formthe regular Dillof fare at 
the Residenz Theater. The piquancy ofthe 
Gallic wit jars upon the German, though, 
strange to say, Ibsen does not prove too 
decollete. Light opera finds much favor, 
and Sullivan’s operas have made the new 
Linden Iheater one of the most popular in 
Berlin. 

The conclusion forced upon one is that the 
average Berliner demandshumor, He wants 
to be amused and not tothink. In that he 
has followed the trend of this overworked, 
high-pressure age. He prefers the lighter 
dishes to the solids. His comedies teem with 
broad humor. Hence Fulda's Talisman, 
which everyone knows in New York, and 
which isa happy blend of rollicking fun and 
pure comedy, was an immense success from 
the outset. A comedy to catch on in Ger- 
many must teem with point and delicate 
light and shade, andif it isa **volkstuck,’’ 
must, besides being essentially modern, be 
free of the false pathos that distinguishes 
the ola school. For the rest it might be said 
thatthe German play has no well-defined 
character. The German better knows what 
he does not like than what he does. The 
story of blood and thunder, with its stereo- 
typed characters where virtue must abide 
its time till Nemesis has visited the wrong- 
doer, is his pet aversion. He sneeringly 
calls it the boulevard drama, and ihe 
English order of screaming farce isto hima 
kind of gymnastics totally innocent of art.

Our 
daily ration, which ve received every day 
about noon,consisted ¢ a little piece of corn- 
bread, a morsel of ranid bacon, and six or 
seven spoonfuls of niger beans or rice of the 
meanest quality. By trict order of the Gov- 
ernment, the total ratbn was not to exceed 
the weight of three-qurters ofa pound and 
two ounces.

horrors of fire seems to have oniy half 
dawned upon the inteiligence of the pubiic. 
The policeman and the fireman, itis true, 
are to be seen in theaters. But their pur- 
pose is not to provide for the safety of tue 
public, It would not bein keeping with the 
dignity of German officiaidom. ‘their duty, 
plainly and simply, is to give the unlucky 
manager as mucu troubie as possivle, and to 
daily harangue him asto this and that!im- 
aginary thing, toailor which the ‘‘Hers Di- 
_ yector’’ obediently and respectfully Uistens. 
That life and soulof English theaters, the 
pit, is almost unknown, or, at least, has 
only asorry representative in the German 
**parterre.’’ It brings very little money, 
and in the Royal ‘*Schauspieihaus’’ consists 
only of about 100 seats. 

W ith the exception of the one or two mod- 
ern ones already mentioned, the theaters are 
anything but luxurious. Even the Imperial 
Opera-house is not free from the stigma of 
being uncomfortably inconvenient and an- 
tiquated. itis no fit home for German musl- 
cal art, and ought to have been pulled down 
long ago. But, unique in its position, it still 
stands a proof ofthe spirit of conservatism, 
or of German poverty—or what? 

The answer thata prominent Bertin man- 
ager gave to the SUNDAY PosrT- DISPATCH Cor- 
respondent recently may in some way be an 
explanation. lle sad: ‘*Reverence for the 
ola order of things is strong withthe German 
race. But beyond Ali that, we are slow to 
move. We are a poor nation, and 
we have been compelled to adapt 
the play and the playhouse to the 
size of our purse and the exigencies of 
our daily life. Newtheaters want building, 
more good actors are needed. Our music is 
not what it used tobe. We have no doubt 
a fine orchestra at the opera, and great 
musicians in the leaders, Welngartner and 
Dr. Muck. But it :s not to be compared with 
the orchestras of Vienna and some other 
cities. We ought to remember that for gen- 
erations Germany has been considered the 
unishing school for music, but I do not think 
we can any longer lay legitimate clalm to 
that distinction. Our concerts remain empty, 
and our pre-eminence among musical Da- 
tions exists now mostly in fancy.’’ 

The Berliner of position as a theater- goer is 
a phenomenon pecullarto his own horizon. 
As early as 6:40 he is in the street with his 
opera-glass slung conspicuously over his 
shoulder, and his, or some one else’s wite, 
hanging on his arm. lie always dresses the 
same.

he origin of taxes in Great Britain 
is shrouded in mystery. We had a 
coinage in Kent at least a century before the 
advent ofthe Romans, so that there was 
probably some rude system of taxation. 
Under the Romans taxes appear to have 
beei levied in kind, usually a tenth of the 
produce. Thecattle were taxed atsomucha 
head, and there was also a poll-tax on indi- 
Viduals, the human being. Under the Saxons 
the King received, in each shire, a contribu- 
tion from the produce of the public or folk 
land, and this, with certain fines, was, 
during peace, sufficient for the maintenance 
of the court. Additional taxes were imposed 
from time totime by the ‘**Witenagemot,’’ 
the shire forming the unit of rating, and be- 
ing assessed according to the number of hun- 
dreds it contained, Under the Normans no 
new form of taxation was at first imposed. 
‘ihe King continued to derive his revenue 
mainly from the demesne, which was orlg- 
inally of Vast extent and amply sulficient for 
allordinary purposes. The rights and fines 
accruing to the Crown under the feudal sys- 
tem also broughtin a considerable revenue. 
The danegeld, or lan i tax, first imposed in 
901. Was reimposed by William the Conqusror 
in 1084, Scutage, or shield-money,was u sum 
levied by henry in lieu of military service, at 
the rate of I s Sd on the fee of £20 annual 
value. In 1i94a tax resembling the danegeld 
was levied on the carucate, or plow land,a 
**carucaie’’ being the amount which could 
be plowed by one ‘‘caruca,’’ or plow, in a 
season. It was first levied at 2sthe carucate, 
and subsequently at different rates. The 
cities and towns did not pay danegeld, but 
were assessed for an ‘‘auxilium,’’ or aid, 
which wasat first irregularly charged; but 
after the danegeld was discontinued, in 1163, 
it was placed on @ More regular footing, and 
charged on all tenants, rural and suburban 
alike, and termed a ‘‘tallage.’’

‘It’s idiotic,’ said he, ‘to 
use the words ‘cheek’ and ‘nerve’ as if they 
meantthe same. Cheek ig no more nerve 
than beauty is brain. A man may have both, 
but it’s not usual. Cheek is active, Nerve 
is passive. Cheek needs a mouth. Nerve 
very seidom uses one, and then only to shut 
it. Cheek talks and acts. Nerve thinks, 
walts and achieves, Cheek is some- 
times admirable in its ends, but is 
usually offensive in its means. Nerve 
is never Offensive. Don’t ever think a man 
necessarily lacks ngrve just because he 
doesn’t ask for what he wants. His forbear- 
ance may bethe best proof of his nerve. A 
cheeky man compares witha nervy one as a 
sprinter ofa hundred yards’ dash compares 
with a twenty-mile g£O-as-you- please runner. 
Cheek is sometimes a blessing and sometimes 
a curse. Nerve is always a biessing. In 
these days, when ‘faking’ is a fine art, cheek 
has a better chance to win financial success 
than werve has, I think. But, though nerve

oped so far as Known, butitis believed that 
New York will not be behind Boston lu any 
worthy public enterprise of this kind. New 
York may possibly take thelead.’’

Nay;as I think the 
great advantage to be gained by it is that it 
compels ustoseetwo sides to every ques- 
tion, it should, when rightly understood and 
fairly applied, tend to liberality of mindand 
hospitality of thought. A true scholar should 
be able to value Wordsworth for his depth of 
sympathy with nature, without therefore 
losing all power to enjoy the sparkling shal- 
lowness of Pope; he should be able to feel the 
beauty of Herbert’s puritanism, the naked 
picturesqueness of his style, and yet 
not refuse to be delighted with the 
sensuous paganism of Herrick. The gra- 
cious naturalness and intense flavor of 
the elder dramatists should not put him out 
of conceit with the splendid artificiality and 
the sonorous ecstasy of Gray. ‘In my 
father’s house are many mansions’ conveys 
a lesson of criticism no less than of charity. 
But while insisting on the excellence of open- 
mindedness, let us nut confound HNberality 
with indifference, nor be willing to be easily 
satisied because we are content to be easily 
entertained. Let us havea high standard, 
whether tn life or literature, and, however 
charitable we may be and should be to those 
who fall below it (unless it be our own case), 
let us not stupidly deny that they have fallen 
below it. Let us never condescend to that 
vulgarity too common in this country, where 
half-culture is apt to be defiant rather than 
modest, which affirms that one thing is as 
good as another if onlyaman think it as 
good.“

of Cassier’s Magazine for the present montn 
will prove of great interest. 

‘*Those who are interested in the saving 
of coal wastes and the suppression of partic- 
ularly smoky factory and other chimneys,’’ 
runs the article, Will und some rather sug- 
gestive figures in the report on the mineral 
industries of the United States, showing 
what enormous quantities of coal are an- 
nualiy consumed in the different cities of the 
country. New York, for example, in 1889 
received for consumption a little more than 
8,300,000 tons of anthracite, and over 1,850,- 
000 tons of bituminous coal; for Philadelphia 
the respective amounts for the same year 
were about 3, 190, 000 and 920,000 tons; for Chl- 
cago, 1,450,000 and 8,220,000 tons; for Boston, 
1,240,000 and 525,000 tons; and for Brooklin, 
1,800,000 and 200,000 tons. But even the 
smaller cities burn up coal at an impressive 
rate, making the total annual consumption 
mount up into a quantity so vast that even 
the smallest perceutage Of saving that could 
be effected would represent something re- 
markably substantial. Special forms of fur- 
nace grates, smoke consumers, mechanical 
stokers and damper regulators galore have 
been offered for years with claims of re- 
ducing coal consumption by varying frac- 
tions. Some of these contrivances are doing 
good work, and are reaping the rewards of 
their merits in the shape of profitable sales, 
pnt they still leave a wide fleid in which in- 
genuity and invention may be exercised with 
every hope of bandsome pecuniary re 
turns.“

HASHEESH AND HEADACHES, 


Temptations and Terrors of the Terrible 
and Tempting Drag. 
Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATOR. 
Hasheesh Is fast taking the place of opium 
among smokers who aspire to the highest 
misery and the highest pleasure which can 
come from inhaling blue fumes from a long- 
stemmed pipe. It’s against the law to sell 
it, but there are many places where you can 
buy it, and it pays handsomely the trades- 
man who takes the risk of selling it. He can 


get a high price for it. 

„„ An ounce of hasheesh costs a dollar,’’ 
said a young man who knows. It comes 
high, but it’s great. I have a smoke every 
Saturday afternoon, and I don’t wake up 
until Sundays morning—and such dreams!“ 

Hasheesh is an Indian drug. It is obtained 
by making an infusion of the plant (Canabis 
indica) in hot water, to which butter or oil is 
added. The rosin attaches itself tothe melted 
butter of oll, and, when evaporated, is 
kneaded with flour and spices into pastiles or 
cakes called ‘*majau.’’ Simple infusions of 
the leaves and flowering tops are drunk in 
many parts of Indla by old and young alike, 
at their festivals, Just as alcoholic drinks are 
used too freyuently on Fourih of July in this 
country. 

But the hasheesh which we get inthis coun- 
try, compared to that which is drunk on pub- 
lic occasions in its native haunts, is as com- 
paring skim milk to buttermilk. A little of 
the imported article goes a long ways. It is 
made upinto a ine powder and resembles 
snuff. Two pinches of it willfurnish a man 
with enough dreams fora book of tropical 
poems. 

Itis nearly always used in combination 
with tobacco, although some of its devotees 
take it ‘‘straight,’’ a fact which excites the 
envy and wonder of other hasheesh smokers, 
The hasheesh and tobacco are kneaded to- 
gether inthe paimofthe one hand. When 
they are thoroughly mixed the combination 
is pushed down tight lato the bowl ofthe 
pipe. some smokers sprinkle a little of the 
Indian drug upon thelr tobacco every time 
they smoke, and inthis way they get the ex- 
hileration without the dreams. 

„„The first effect of hasneesh,’’ said a 
hasheesh smoker, ‘‘isof great exhilaration. 
You feel as if you were walking upon the soft 
moss of the banks ofa placid lake, with rich 
foliage hanging Over you. Then the birds 
begin to sing iu the boughs. Presently you 
feel that you own all the world. The hand- 
maidens of a queen, compared to wuich the 
finest opera ballet is tawdry indeed, are at 
your bidding. You feel you want to talk, and 
talk yoy do. Your tongue seems to move 
with the ease and rapiuity of a humming- 
bird’s wings.

Talk of the Play. 

The feature of the week just closed was the 
engagement at the Grand Opera-house of 
Mr. Wilson Barrett and his excellent sup- 
porting company, and the feature of this 


engagement was the production of Sheridan 
knowles’ stately old tragedy ‘*Virginius.’’ 

it Was the first time Mr. Barrett had ever 
essayed the character in this city, and the 
initial attempt was of pecullar interest, ow- 
ing tothe inevitable contrast it was bound to 
offer between Mr. Barrett andthe late Jobn 
McCullough tn their artistic methods. 

MeCullough’s Virginius is a memory almost 
sacred to many St. Louls theater-yvoers. By 
some this character was always thouglit to 
be his masterplece. By all it was justly 
ranked as among his best efforts. 

Whoever might present the old play in St. 
Louls was bound to run the critical gauntlet 
of the school trained under McCullough’s 
study of the character. 

Mr. Wilson Barrett is deservedly popular 
in this city. He has hosts of friends who 
were proudly confident of his ability todo 
ample justice to Virginius, None could deny 
that he should at least be able to look the 
bart. His Roman face; 
suggestively classfc. 
Ilis essay of the parts was therefore looked 
forward to with deepest interest and the 
hope that a new Virginius was about to ap- 
pear. 

The result of the Barrett production was a 
disappointment to these hopes. Mr. Barrett 
does not look the character nor is he equal to 
the demands made by it under his present 
conception of the part. 

In the first scenes of the tragedy he is too 
young in face, ngure and movement and too 
light in treatment. He looks neither the father 
of Virginia nor the tried old Roman cen- 
turion of many wars. Heis too smooth, too 
polished; he lacks in dignity. And when he 
doffs the toga for the coat of mall, the 
“littering delicacy of hisarmor, the almost 
foppish completeness of his accoutrement, 
make him rather a dapper Virginius than the 
stern old warrior ready for the flela. 

In the deeper shadow ofthe closing acts his 
work lacks true dramatic strength and be 
comes too melodramatic. Heis not equalto 
picturing the robustly flerce sweep of fury 
which makes the final tragedy of the story 
inevitable and which must be given to pre- 
serve the artistic strength of the fine old 
piay. Hedepends, lacking this, on effects 
heretofore unknown toa performance of 
‘*Virginius,’’ the interpolation of new lines, 
the latroduction of thunder and lightning, 
the device of a statuesque grouping at 
moments of climax. 

ihat this has its momentary effect upon an 
audience was proven by the applause which 
marked thé introduction of such methods, 
but it is a Woful sacrifice of art. Ky means of 
it the tragedy of ‘*Virginius’’ is shorn of 
nearly ail its old-time force and dignity. 

Mr. Barrett hasdone so many things well 
in lines d!ffering from this school thatitisa 
pity he has attempted to add ‘‘Virginius’’ to 
bis listof successes, The attempt does not 
promise to add to his artistic reputation.

In all 
stores clerks are expected to make a good 
showing of sales and such account of 
checks is kept that the head of 
each department knows exactly what each 
employe ot the department is doing. «Long 
experience has enabled clerks to tell which 
customer will buy largely and, where grab- 
bing is practiced, they are on the alert to 
wait upon good customers. Plain grabbing 
consists simply in managing to address the 
potential buyer before another and, possibly, 
a hearer clerk can reach her. Some adepts 
manage to take customers out of the hands 
of clerks less expert than themselves at later 
Stages in the game. 

In the first-class stores grabbing is gener- 
ally frowned upon by forewomen, but in the 
cheap store it is sometimes practiced toa 
hair pulling extent. Just now those who in 
better times condemn it fly for a customer 
and talk phonographs out of their clock rk 
to sell even the woman who just wants to 
look at some dress goods.“

He has himself used them in 
a symphony which the Damrosch orchestra 
played under his Girection early in 
the season, There is in the 
National conservatory a chorus of colored 
porsons. This is under the direction of Mr. 
Strothotte, who aiso teaches harmony in 
uther classes. 

He is as enthusiastic as his chief over the 
possibilites of the negro as a singer and com- 

oser. The children of his chorus seem to 
Justity this belief more than do their elders. 
Their one-ideaness, their enthusfasm and 
imitative tendency are all qualities which 
must certainly give good results up to the 
point where heart-fire and originality be- 
come essential. The old director and the 
young composer believe they will pass that 
pointanathat in the negroes the country 
will find its greatest musicians.

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FOR SINGING ONE SONG. 


Aldrich J. Libbey Receives $88,000—Story 
of a Successful Ballad Writer. 


A comparatively new Industry has recently 
been started in New York and the larger 
cities of the United states. It Ist the uflliza- 
tion of professional singers in popularizing 
songs and ballads. This industry is the out- 


come of a desire onthe part of the public at 
large to forsake oid standards of musical ex- 
cellence for a simple and homely theme, 
clothed in mediocre melody. This retro- 
grade movement, ifit can be properly so 
called, is in entire accord with the present 
departure from standard ideas in the line of 
the legitimate drama. 

Up to within the past two years the popu- 
larity of a song depended almost entirely 
upon accident. No deliberate attempt was 
madeto bring it into public notice, and the 
publisher always regarded the success of a 
song as a lottery. But recently means have 
been taken by wide-awake publishers to 
bring catchy melody into public favor by 
hiring men and women to sing it. This is 
notably the case with J. Aldrich Libbey, a 
baritone of flexible voice and wide range, 
who has earned more money in the popular- 
izing of songs than any other man in 
America. 

To himis due whatever credit may accrue 
from bringing out that phenomenal craze, 
“after the Ball,’’ and the later success, 
„Two Little Girls in Blue.“ Mr, Libbey isa 
very interesting man, both in personal ap- 
pearance and in his musical accomplish. 
ments. He isaisoan eccentric of the most 
marked type. One of his pecullarities is to 
weara waistcoat made of Japanese paper. 
He takes extraordinary care of his body, and 
is nearly always enveloped in three or four 
undershirts. But with these eccentricities is 
united a keen eye to business. 

He has jast closed a contract with a promi 
nent music publisher in New York City, by 
which he receives $25 per week for singing a 
song entitled The Ship! Love.“ This gives 
the enterprising singer a yearly income of 
$1,800 for singing one song. In addition to 
this comfortable salary he receives each 
week 800 copies of the song, from the sale of 
which he derives $45 additional per week, 
making a grand total of more than $8,500 per 
year for merely introdueing the song. 

His regular — * as a singer ina theatri- 
cal company—at $150 per week—is nearly 
$8,000 per anhum, which makes a grand total 
of nearly $12,000. This, however, locludes a 
contract with only one publishing house, He 
Nas other equally advantageous arrange- 
ments by whichan additional $5,000 per year 
is added to his income, not to mention a half 
interert in a music-publishing house, which 
he has earned by the same method. Seven- 
teen thousand dollars per year is a very com- 
fortable income, indeed, for a man who 28 
only two songs each night and refuses to 
respond to more than one encore.
